Historic Ft. Riley has been an Army 
School post since 1869, when an Army 
Service school was established here for 
Several years. In 1892, the School of Cav- 
alry and Light Artillery was instituted. 
Renamed the Mounted Service School in 
198, it became the Cavalry School in 
1919, with the mission of training cavalry 
leaders and perfecting cavalry tech- 
liques. The many famous soldiers who 
Served on the post as students and in- 
structors include Generals MacArthur, 
Patton, Wainwright, Harmon, Keyes, 
Pierce, Terry Allen and many others. 

In November, 1945, the Military Intelli- 
sence Training Center was moved from 

Pp Ritchie, Md., to Ft. Riley, and in 
June, 1947, the Army Officer Candidate 
hool was transferred from Ft. Benning, 
Ga. With the reorganization of the Army 
school system in 1946, the Intelligence 
and Cavalry Schools were merged to form 
The Ground General School. The school’s 
Name was changed to the Army General 
hool in December, 1949. Today the 
school constitutes the basic, branch im-

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Senate Group Adds 
$383 Million to Bill 


The 1951 appropriations for the De- 
partment of Defense will probably be 
reached for discussion on the floor of 
the Senate next week. 

In its progress thus far from the De- 
partment of Defense, through the Bu- 
reau of the Budget, the House Commit- 
tee and the House itself, and up to the 
Senate the bill has shaped up with 
“economy” as the watchword. With the 
flare-up in Korea, however, and our 
shortages in trained units already evi- 
dent, there is every likelihood that de- 
fense adequacy will be given more at- 
tention. 

Meanwhile, Secretary of Defense John- 
son has informed Senator Elmer Thomas 
(D-Okla), chairman of the subcommittee 
on military appropriations, that the De- 
partment has enough funds to carry for- 
ward until 31 July. At the same time he 
let it be known that some of the “no- 
year” contract authority contained in last 
year’s appropriation bill is now being 
utilized to finance a part of the fiscal 
year 1951 program of the Air Force. This 
was contained in the $630,000,000 cash 
and contract authority added by Con- 
gress to make a start on the 70-group Air 
Force Program but which was impounded 
by the President and Secretary Johnson. 

Senator Thomas also announced that 
the Department is working on estimates 
for a “billion or more” additional appro- 
priations. These estimates probably will 
reach Congress next week. 

The text of Secretary Johnson’s letter 
to Senator Thomas follows: 

Items were recommended for changes by 
the committee as follows: 

‘“‘My dear Senator, 

“In response to the questions in your let- 
ter of 10 July, the following information is 
submitted: 

«In view of the present international sit- 
uation, is there sufficient cash on hand to 
carry out the necessary operations of the De- 
partment of Defense through July 31, 1950?’ 

“There is sufficient cash on hand to carry 
out necessary operations in the Department 
of Defense through 31 July 1950. We have, 
of course, found it necessary to authorize the 
Military Departments to exceed the previ- 
ously planned rate of obligation and expendi- 
ture. This necessary step was taken after 
consultation with members of the Appropria- 
tions Committees of both Houses of Con- 
gress. 

“ “Did the Congress provide more cash and 
contract authorizations for the Air Force in 
Fiscal Year 1950 than was requested by the 
President in his budget?’ 

“‘The Congress provided $630 million more, 
in cash and contract authority in Fiscal Year 
1950 for the Department of the Air Force 
than was requested in the President’s Budget 
message. 

“ “If additional funds were provided by the 
Congress over the budget estimates, just 
what was done with these?’ 

“The additional contract authority, of ‘no- 
year’ character, provided for the construc- 
tion of aircraft and related procurement is 
being utilized to finance a part of the Fiscal 
Year 1951 program of the Air Force.

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U. S. Forces Fighting 
to Hold Korean Line 


American Armed Forces, now fighting 
under the blue flag of the United Nations, 
have slowed but not halted the advance 
of Communist forces in Korea. Heavily 
outnumbered American ground troops 
have withdrawn to the south bank of the 
wide Kum River, a formidable tank ob- 
stacle, 15 miles north of the advance 
headquarters at Taejon. 

Our troops hope to hold this line while 
our strength in Korea is being built up 
through inadequate port facilities at 
Pusan. However, there are indications 
that North Korean Communists are at- 
tempting to outflank the Kum River line 
and to force a further withdrawal. 

Six North Korean divisions, with sup- 
porting troops, led by great numbers of 
tanks, including some 50-ton Russian built 
Joseph Stalin heavy tanks, pushed south 
during this week, with the apparent in- 
tention of seizing the important key 
transportation centers of Taejon and 
Taegu. Their advance was vigorously re- 
sisted by American troops at successive 
delaying positions. 

Because of the serious military situa- 
tion American troops had to be committed 
piecemeal, without armor or adequate 
supporting artillery. Despite being tre- 
mendously outnumbered American sol- 
diers fought with great courage and de- 
termination and gained valuable time to 
permit the buildup of troops from Japan. 

American Army forces in Korea are 
now under the command of Lt. Gen. Wal- 
ton H. Walker, Commanding General of 
the Eighth Army. Responsibilities for- 
merly under the Army Forces in Korea, 
commanded by Maj. Gen. William F. 
Dean, have now been assumed by the 
Eighth Army. General Dean, it is under- 
stood, continues as commander of the 
24th Division, a unit of the Eighth Army. 
This development is indicative of the 
buildup of American troops in Korea. 

Allied air power has gained almost un- 
questioned dominance over the Korean 
Peninsula and, despite generally adverse 
weather, our planes have taken a deadly 
toll of enemy troop columns and military 
installations. Enemy planes were practi- 
cally swept from the air, though toward 
the end of the week some hostile aircraft 
began to reappear and a few North Ko- 
rean Russian-built Yak-15 jet fighters 
made their first appearance over the com- 
bat zone. 

American and British warships are 
continuing their patrols along tbe east 
and west coasts of Korea. Allied bom- 
bardment of the east coast road has 
greatly hampered enemy movements 
south along that highway. : 

The Security Council of the United Na- 
tions has invited member nations to is = 
tribute military assistance to the Korean 
operations, and several countries, notably 
Great Britain, France, Canada, Holland 
and Australia, have taken steps to do so. 
The contributions of European countries 
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are in this kind of a war.”

are likely to be limited largely to naval 
and air units, but Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson said this week that some 
countries were giving consideration to 
sending ground troops. 

The Security Council requested the 
United States to designate a Supreme 
Commander for the operation and au- 
thorized the use of the flag of the United 
Nations by the headquarters and par- 
ticipating troops. General of the Army 
Douglas MacArthur has been designated 
the Supreme Commander of the United 
Nations forces, the first in all history, 
and now flies the banner of the world 
organization over his headquarters at 
Tokyo, Japan. 

The flag, the same one flown in Pales- 
tine by United Nations Mediator Ralph 
Bunche, was taken to Japan this week 
by General J. Lawton Collins, Army 
Chief of Staff, and presented to General 
MacArthur. General Collins and General 
Hoyt S. Vandenberg, Air Chief of Staff, 
accompanied by a small number of Army 
and Air officers, flew to Japan this week 
to confer with General MacArthur, and 
to learn from personal observation how 
the Military Establishment in the United 
States can best support the Korean op- 
eration. 

Admiral Forrest Sherman, Chief of 
Naval Operations, who is also a member 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, did not make 
the trip, because the Navy is already 
represented in the Pacific by two senior 
flag officers, Admiral Arthur W. Radford, 
Commander of the Pacific Fleet, and Vice 
Admiral Charles T. Joy, Commanding 
Naval Forces in the Far East. Further- 
more, it was felt advisable for Admiral 
Sherman to remain in Washington to 
serve with General Bradley in the con- 
duct of current business of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. 

Prompt steps have been taken to aug- 
ment the forces under General MacAr- 
thur’s command. Additional Naval and 
air units have been dispatched for the 
Far East, and elements of the 1st Marine 
Division and the 1st Marine Air Wing 
are en route across the Pacific from the 
west coast. The 2nd Infantry Division 
of the Army, now at Fort Lewis, Wash., 
and combat and supporting troops from 
the Second, Third, Fourth and Sixth Army 
Areas have been alerted for early move- 
ment to the Orient. 

The President has removed the budget- 
ary ceilings on the numerical strength 
of military personnel and authorized the 
use of Selective Service. The first draft 
call for 20,000 men for the Army has been 
issued and this number of registrants 
will be inducted within sixty days. Re- 
cruiting offices this week were crowded 
with volunteers and there were indica- 
tions that the Services might secure suffi- 
cient recruits without resorting to addi- 
tional draft calls. 

Operations on the fighting front this 
week were characterized by a steady ad- 
vance, though at a somewhat reduced 
pace, of the North Korean invaders. The 
almost complete absence of enemy air 
opposition made it possible to concentrate 
our air attacks on enemy tanks, vehicles 
and troops in the battle area. Scores of 
Red tanks were knocked out by rockets 
fired by our fighter planes, but the sup- 
ply appeared inexhaustible. New tanks 
appeared to be spawned as fast as others 
were disabled. 

As rapidly as they arrived in South 
Korea American ground troops were 
pushed forward to blunt the powerful 
Communist thrusts south from Seoul in 
the direction of Taejon. Though outnum- 
bered at times 20 to 1, the American 
troops vigorously defended delaying po- 





sitions and exacted a heavy toll of the 
enemy before falling back to other lines. 

One American battalion was cut off 
and surrounded by the enemy for more 
than two days, and smaller units for as 
long as six days. However, these units 
fought their way through the enemy 
lines, rejoined their regiment, and par- 
ticipated in subsequent actions. 

Despite the heavy and continuous fight- 
ing American casualties have been re- 
markably light for this type of operations. 
General MacArthur announced last 
Thursday that casualties of American 
troops up to that time were 42 killed, 190 
wounded, and 256 missing. Many of those 
listed as missing are those who have lost 
touch with their units temporarily and 
will ultimately return to duty. 

In announcing the casualties the gen- 
eral deplored the tendency of some cor- 
respondents to exaggerate grossly Ameri- 
can losses in the operation. He paid trib- 
ute to the skill and heroism of the Ameri- 
can soldiers, saying: 

“American ground troops in Korea are 
fighting one of the most skillful heroic 
holding and rear guard actions in history. 
Their excellent peacetime training is re- 
flected in the combat record they are now 
compiling. They have been overwhelm- 
ingly outnumbered, in some instances 
more than 20 to 1, and the casualties in- 
flicted on the enemy have been immea- 
surably greater than those they have 
sustained. 

“They have filled a breach without 
which the North Korean forces would 
have, long ere this, completely overrun 
and destroyed South Korea. This has pro- 
vided time for the rapid movement of 
reinforcements forward in exploitation 
to the fullest extent of the logistical 
capabilities at hand. Each day we reduce 
the enemy’s relative superiority in num- 
bers and weapons.” 

Stories of shocking atrocities commit- 
ted by the enemy against Americans 
captured by the Reds have been officially 
verified. At least 18 American soldiers, 
who surrendered after having been cut 
off from their units, were brutally mur- 
dered. Their bodies, which were recov- 
ered after a counter attack by our troops, 
showed that their hands had been bound 
behind their backs and that they had 
been shot through the head. This hor- 
rible brutality, in violation of all rules 
and customs of warfare, has been de- 
nounced by General MacArthur, who 
promises to bring to trial before a mili- 
tary tribunal those Red officers who or- 
dered or permitted such conduct. 

In the current operations along the 
Kum River line American medium ar- 
tillery is being used effectively to stall 
the enemy advance. Some American 
armor has reached the front and par- 
ticipated in some of the delaying actions. 
However, our tanks were greatly out- 
numbered and outgunned by the heavier 
North Korean tanks. The sheer weight 
of the enemy armor and numbers of 
troops forced a penetration through our 
lines and necessitated the withdrawal to 
the strong Kum River position. 

During the week there was a marked 
improvement in close air support of 
American ground troops. Air-ground sup- 
port parties were formed at front lines. 
Included are trained combat pilots. A 
tactical air support center has been es- 
tablished in Korea to clear information 
as to priority of targets, and locations of 
friendly and enemy positions. 

Rockets fired from fighter planes have 
proved very effective against all but the 
heaviest tanks. Ground troops are being 
re equipped with the latest type of ba- 
zookas, which fire heavier rockets, utiliz- 
ing shaped charges of high penetrating 
power, which should be able at close 





ranges to knock out enemy armor of all 
types. 

Air strips in South Korea are being 
completed, and will soon be available for 
advance refueling of American fighter 
planes. This will make it possible for our 
relatively short-range jet fighters to 
achieve deeper penetrations into enemy 
territory and to spend more time over 
targets in the battle area. 

Two medium bombardment groups fly- 
ing B-29 Superfortresses, which were sent 
to the Far East from the United States 
last week, are already in action. Eight 
days after receipt of orders to move across 
the Pacific these two groups performed 
their first combat mission. Nearly fifty 
of the newly-arrived B-29s attacked a 
rail center in Northern Korea. The target 
was obscured by rain and mist, but 500 
tons of bombs were dropped through the 
overcast, the objective being located by 
radar. 

Results of the attack could not be ob- 
served, but are presumed to have been 
highly successful, since the concentration 
of bombs was the heaviest since the 
Korean operation began. All of the planes 
returned safely, with no injuries to per- 
sonnel or equipment. However, informa- 
tion has been received that a B-29 from 
another mission was lost in the vicinity 
of Seoul. It was attacked by an undis- 
closed number of enemy aircraft and 
damaged so seriously that the crew 
bailed out, Their fate has not been as- 
certained. 

The Korean operation this week en- 
gaged much of the attention of Congress, 
with a number of addresses being made 
by members of both Houses, supporting 
the action of the Administration, but 
urging greater speed in mobilization and 
dispatch of troops and supplies to the 
front. Senator Lyndon Johnson (D-Tex.) 
urged the President to call the National 
Guard and the Organized Reserves into 
Federal service, and initiate an indus- 
trial mobilization. 

On Tuesday General Bradley met with 
the Senate Armed Services Committee 
and discussed the Korean situation, as 
well as possible danger spots in other sec- 
tions of the world. Following the meeting 
Chairman Millard E. Tydings (D-Md.) 
said: 

‘“‘The Committee feels that General MacAr- 
thur, in the Korean area, is confronted with 
the conduct of an extremely difficult cam- 
paign, and that he is conducting that cam- 
paign with his usual outstanding skill. We 
feel that General Bradley and the three 
Chiefs, under the general direction of the 
President and Secretary of Defense, are giv- 
ing General MacArthur every possible assist- 
ance. 

‘“‘Naturally the logistical problems are ex- 
tremely difficult, due to distance, the limited 
port capacities, and the relatively poor land- 
ing field facilities for aviation. All of this 
means that developments in the Korean area 
will take time and that our forces, particu- 
larly our ground forces, cannot, and will not, 
be massed immediately. 

“It would be a disservice to the American 
people to treat the unfolding events in Korea 
with optimism. We all should realize the dif- 
ficulties that confront the Nation and the 
free democratic world, not only in Korea, but 
in some 5 or 6 other areas. It will probably 
be some weeks before we can ascertain with 
fair accuracy the extent of the problem con- 
fronting us. 

“It would be wise for us to be forehanded 
and be reasonably ready for emergencies by 
such sacrifice and preparation as is neces- 
sary, rather than to treat the Korean situa- 
tion lightly, and as confined only to the 
Korean area. We hope the latter estimation 
will prove correct. We do not know for sure 
as of today. 

“In short, our campaign in Korea, which 
is a United Nations campaign, is an ex- 
tremely difficult one. We believe it to be in 
good hands, and that prompt action is being 
taken to deal with it. 

“The situation remains extremely serious 





and in my judgment the campaign in Korea, 
because of the terrain, the problem of sup- 
ply and the long distance from the United 
States, cannot be terminated speedily and we 
ought to face realistically the prospect that 
it is going to accomplish the mission which 
the United Nations has called on the free 
nations to perform. 

‘“‘Due to the Korean terrain, the problem 
of supply and the distance from the United 
States, there is no prospect of a quick cam- 
paign of a few weeks, even if no new enemy 
forces are poured into the Korean area. 

“It is obvious to the committee that the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff and others are making 
a full survey of the Korean situation and of 
other areas outside. The Services have 
adopted a program of priorities on weapons, 
equipment and manpower. The President has 
told the Services to come to him at any time 
individually or in a group to secure all the 
aid he can give them. 

“Congress cannot, and should not, go home 
unless conditions change.”’ 

The Senate Committee on Wednesday 
received a report from Maj. Gen. Lyman 
L. Lemnitzer, USA, on the progress of 
the Military Assistance Program, under 
which arms are being provided by the 
United States for Atlantic Pact nations 
and certain other friendly foreign coun- 
tries including South Korea, the associ- 
ated states of Indo-China, Indonesia and 
the Philippines. Members of the commit: 
tee expressed satisfaction with the prog- 
ress of arms shipments. 

On Thursday Admiral Sherman briefed 
the committee on the naval aspects of the 
Korean problem and the situation in 
other sensitive areas. Senator Tydings 
said the committee was impressed with 
the prompt action taken by the Navy to 
strengthen our forces in the Far East. 

After receiving the reports of the mili- 
tary chiefs relative to the Korean opera- 
tion and its relation to the general inter- 
national situation the committee unani- 
mously adopted the following resolution: 

“In view of the present critical Korean 
situation and the threatening situation 
throughout the world, it is the opinion of 
the Senate Committee on Armed Services 
that the Military Establishment should 
immediately give consideration to ac 
celerating the delivery of planes on order 
to the maximum extent necessary.” 

In addition to taking steps to expedite 
delivery of planes on order the Air Force 
has begun to take out of storage and to 
recondition and modernize a considerable 
number of aircraft of various types, it 
cluding B-29 and B-26 bombers and F-l 
fighters. The Navy is reactivating two 
escort carriers, Cape Esperance and 
Sitkoh Bay, and is taking out of storagé 
and rehabilitating a number of carrie! 
based aircraft, including Corsairs, Hell- 
cats and Avengers. 

The Far East Air Force announced 
this week that during the first 15 days of 
the conflict in Korea 24 North Korea 
aircraft were destroyed. Of these the Fat 
East Air Force accounted for 17, the 
Navy 5, the South Koreans 1, and 1 was 
shot down by ground fire. In addition the 
Far East Air Force probably destroyed? 
others, and damaged another 4. The Navy 
damaged 8.

Maj. Gen. Otto P. Weyland, USAF, 
Commanding General, Tactical Air Com- 
mand, Langley Air Force Base, Va., has 
returned from an inspection trip to the 
Far East, during which he visited air 
bases in Japan and the front in Korea. 
The trip was made at the request of Gen- 
eral Hoyt S. Vandenberg, Air Chief of 
Staff, for the purpose of determining the 
progress of tactical air operations in the 
combat zone. 

At the outbreak of hostilities, Gen. 
Weyland said, our fighter aircraft were 
deployed for defensive purposes from the 
northern islands of Japan as far south as 
the Philippines. However, they were 
quickly assembled, and when the order 
ame were ready to undertake combat 
missions over Korea. It was practically 
impossible at first to provide effective air 
support for South Korean ground troops 
because of the difficulty in identifying 
their positions. 

One of the first tasks of our Air Force 
was to evacuate several hundred Ameri- 
cans and foreign nationals, mostly from 
Soul. Transport aircraft, with fighter 
cover conducted the operation, which was 
highly successful. North Korean fighter 
planes attempted to interrupt the evacua- 
tin, but were driven off and several 
enemy planes destroyed. In this opera- 
tion no American planes in the air were 
lost due to enemy action, but some were 
destroyed on the ground, and one flew 
into a hill, killing a number of American 
soldiers and airmen. 

As soon as ground troops were ordered 
into Korea the Air Force provided air 
lift and fighter cover for advance ele- 
ments. C-54 transport planes are con- 
tinuing to provide logistic support for 
our troops in Korea. 

Despite almost continuous adverse 
weather conditions, many highly success- 
ful strikes were made against enemy 
nilitary installations, including airfields, 
railway marshaling yards, fuel storage 
facilities, transportation, lines of com- 
munication, tanks and troop concentra- 
tions. 

Asa result of continuing attacks of B-26 
and B-29 light and medium bombers, and 
F-80 jet fighters, and F-51 and F-82 Mus- 
tang fighters, the enemy air force has 
ceased to put in an appearance. This may 
be due to excessive losses of a limited 
total of available planes, to marked 
superiority of American aircraft, and to 
the heavy damage inflicted on airfields 
and fuel storage installations. 

With the entrance of American ground 
troops into the fighting our aircraft were 
able to provide effective tactical air sup- 
port. Enemy troop columns, tanks, trucks, 
and supply trains were attacked with 
devastating results. Air-ground tactical 
support teams have been established and 
efficient liaison provided. 

The difficulties occasioned by the dis- 
tance of the combat from the bases of the 
Jet fighters in Japan will be remedied 
with the early establishment of landing 
Strips on the Korean peninsula close to 
areas of ground fighting. Heretofore 
American jets were nearly at the limit of 
their radius of operation when they were 
attacking targets in North Korea. With 
advanced airfields available for refueling 
in South Korea more effective air cover 
and deeper penetration into enemy ter- 
titory will be possible. 

e Air Force has decided to increase 
the number of F-51 Mustang fighters in 
Korea, not because of any dissatisfaction 
with the performance of the faster F-80 
jet fighters, but because the Mustangs 
ave proved effective under current com- 
bat conditions. In the absence of serious 
alr opposition the F-51 can perform effec- 
tively and conserve the jet fighters. 

The B-26 light bomber, General Wey- 
and asserted, has also performed very 
efficiently in medium altitude bombing 
of bridges and, railway yards, and in low 
€vel strafing and bombing attacks on 
troop movements. Heaviest losses came 
a a result of accurate anti-aircraft ar- 
tilery fire. Apparently the North Korean 
gunners are well-trained and use their 
Weapons with considerable effectiveness.

Army Names in News 


1st Lt. Delbert Gates and 2d Lt. Bert 
Van Engel were reported in a 10 July 
dispatch from the front lines as serving 
with an advanced Army unit which made 
early contact with Red forces. Lieutenant 
Gates told of North Korean atrocity in 
machine gunning to death seven Ameri- 
can soldiers who had been captured. 

Capt. R. E. McDonough was with 
American units forced to fall back under 
heavy enemy attack. He said his platoon 
was wiped out. 

Lt. John H. Childers, fighting in the 
same action, described the Communist 
success in splitting his company “before 
we could get into the fight. It was a 
slaughterhouse,” he declared. Only 30 
men of the 148 in his company when it 
left Japan were left after two weeks of 
action. 

Lt. Harold E. Dill was credited with 
leading four men to safety after six days 
behind North Korean lines. 

Lt. James L. Glawson commanded a 
company of the first troops in contact 
with the North Koreans. He suffered a 
slight leg wound while with the advance 
battalion that was cut off but later suc- 
ceeded in fighting its way back. 

Lt. Joe E. Griffith was reported to be 
with American tank units which clashed 
with North Korean armor for the first 
time on 10 July. He said: “The Commies 
took off like a bunch of scared rabbits 
when the tanks opened up.” 

Air Force Names in News 


Lt. Robert E. Wayne, F-80 Shooting 
Star jet pilot, is credited officially with 
being the first pilot to shoot down two 
enemy fighters in one day. He is a 1946 
USMA graduate. 

Lt. Jack B. Eno escaped death when he 
was forced to ditch his B-26 bomber in 
the water in a dead-stick landing when 
a bomb stuck in the bomb bay of his 
plane and his right engine quit. The air- 
plane blew up as it hit the water, but 
he was thrown clear and managed to 
reach a life raft which popped out of the 
plane and floated nearby. His gunner 
was lost. 

Capt. Howard J. Secor, a C-46 pilot, 
flew one of the initial leaflet drop mis- 
sions performed by the Fifth Air Force 
over North Korea. Crew members in- 
cluded: 2d Lt. Calvin R. Bruer, co-pilot; 
2d Lt. Guy J. Latenano, navigator; and 
Cpl. Milo Burroughs, engineer. Quite ap- 
propriately, Captain Secor’s duty at a 
Fifth Air Force installation is postal offi- 
cer; Lieutenant Latenano is information 
and education officer. 

Maj. Andrew Haughom was pilot of 
another C-46 which dropped five tons of 
propaganda material over Korea. Co-pilot 
was Capt. Alfred E. Johnson. Other 
crewmen were Cpl. Brian L. Jackson, 
S/Sgt. R. A. Schmidt, Cpl. Steve G. 
Greenacks and Sgt. Norman R. Johnson. 

Lt. Edwin T. Johnson, an F-80 pilot, 
was forced to bail out of his plane, when 
it was hit by 20mm. flak. He suffered a 
broken leg and face lacerations. 

Lt. William T. Norris was credited with 
shooting down an LA-7. 

Maj. Charles H. Williams, commanding 
officer of Lieutenant Norris’ squadron, 
said the latter peeled down on his wing 
man, Lt. James Harvey and got strikes 
on the enemy plane. Major Williams and 
the fourth member of the aerial combat 
team, Lt. Kenneth E. Holmes, also fired 
with some success. 

Lt. Holmes L. Small was one of a 
group of jubilant American airmen who 
smashed Communist columns early this 
week. He was quoted as saying the en- 
emy was now slated to “hit the trail 
back.” 

Lt. Alvin L. Wimer, an F-80 pilot, re- 
ported that a flight of four planes de- 
stroyed 13 trucks and three tanks. 

Lt. Raymond Waski, another pilot who 
also participated in the early-week air 
attacks. said “we had plenty to shoot at.” 

Col. John M. Price commands an im- 
portant air base in Japan, reported dur- 
ing the early days of the Korean fighting 
to be “the world’s busiest.”

2d Infantry Division 

Alerted for overseas shipment, the 
Army’s 2d Infantry Division will take 
from Ft. Lewis, Wash., to the Far East 
a distinguished battle record in both 
World Wars, when the division lived up 
to its vaunted slogan—“Second to None.” 

Present commanding general is Maj. 
Gen. Laurence B. Keiser. Artillery com- 
mander is Brig. Gen. Loyal M. Haynes. 

Nicknamed the “Indian Head Division” 
—its shoulder patch is an Indian head on 
a white star superimposed on a black 
shield—the 2d Infantry Division was au- 
thorized 22 Sept. 1917 and organized at 
Bourmont, France, 26 Oct. 1917. 

During World War I, the division par- 
ticipated in the battles of Chateau 
Thierry, St. Mihiel, Meuse-Argonne, Blanc 
Mont and Soissons. 

In World War II, the 2d Infantry Di- 
vision won battle credits in Normandy, 
Northern France, Rhineland, Ardennes 
and Central Europe, spending 303 days 
in combat. 

During World War II, its commanding 
generals were: 

Maj. Gen. John C. H. Lee, 6 Nov. 1941 
to 8 May 1942. 

Maj. Gen. Walter M. Robertson, 9 May 
1942 to June 1945. 

Brig. Gen. W. K. Harrison (now major 
general), June to Sept. 1945. 

Maj. Gen. Edward M. Almond, Sept. 
1945 to May 1946. : 

Later, the division was commanded by 
Maj. Gen. Paul W. Kendall and Maj. 
Gen. Harry Collins, who was succeeded 
in April of this year by General Keiser. 

Commanding General 


A 1917 graduate of the U. S. Military 
Academy, when he was commissioned a sec- 
ond lieutenant of Infantry, General Keiser 
is 55 years old. He served with the AEF in 
France during World War I and after the 
war was on duty in Tientsin, China. 

He completed the company officer’s course 
at the Infantry School, Ft. Benning, Ga., in 
June 1923 and the advanced course at that 
school in June 1933. He was graduated from 
the Command and General Staff School in 
June 1939. 

In October 1943 General Keiser was made 
chief of staff of the VI Corps in the North 
African theater of operations and in March 
1944 was assigned to the 5th Army in that 
theater. He was returned to the United 
States in April, was made Chief of Staff, 
Fourth Army, Ft. Sam Houston, Tex., in 
which post he served until January 1946 
when he was Deputy Chief of Staff. 

In July 1946, General Keiser was ordered 
to China for duty with the U. S. Military 
Advisory Group at Nanking and 15 July of 
that year was named Director of the Ground 
Division of the Army Advisory Group. 

He was assigned as assistant commander 
of the 2d Infantry Division in January 1949 
and was given the division command in 
April 1950. 

Artillery Commander 


The second ranking officer in the division— 
an assistant commander may be named be- 
fore the division sails—is 55-year-old Gen- 
eral Haynes, who was commissioned a sec- 
ond lieutenant, Field Artillery Reserve, on 
15 Aug. 1917. He was given a Regular Army 
appointment in the FA as first lieutenant on 
1 July 1920 and was promoted to captain the 
same date. 

General Haynes served in France with the 
AEF during World War I and was graduated 
from the Field Artillery School, then at 
Camp Knox, Ky., in June 1922. 

He was graduated in June 1937 from the 
Command and General Staff School at Ft. 
Leavenworth. After service as Assistant Chief 
of Staff, G-4, Third Army, San Antonio, 
Tex., he was made Chief of Staff of the 
Southern Defense Command at San Antonio 
in December 1942 and in March 1944 became 
Assistant Chief of Staff, G-4, Army Ground 
Forces, Washington, D. C. In November 1945 
he was appointed Deputy Chief of Staff of the 
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U. S. Forces in Austria and the following 
August became special advisor to the com- 
manding general in that country, later serv- 
ing as Commanding General of the Upper 
Austria Area Command before returning to 
the U. S. in October 1948. Two months later 
he became artillery commander of the 2d In- 
fantry Division.

ter, provided for research and development 
are being utilized to finance a part of the 
1951 program of the Air Force. 

‘Part of the additional funds appropriated 
for Maintenance and Operation of the Air 
Force were utilized in the closing days of the 
Fiscal Year 1950 to help finance the ‘with- 
drawal and overhaul of aircraft needed to 
support the Korean operation. A portion of 
these additional funds, together with minor 
amounts in other appropriations, were not 
utilized by 30 June 1950 when the period of 
obligation lapsed Fiscal Year 1950 ‘annual’ 
appropriations.”’ 

The Senate Committee, in reporting 
the ’51 regular bill, made increases in 
the Defense title totalling $397,122,143 
and decreases totalling $13,242,622, for a 
net increase of $383,879,521 over the total 
passed by the House. As reported, the 
military portions total $13,294,581,821. 

Balancing the increased items against 
the decreases the committee’s bill gives 
the Army an increase of $146,257,221 over 
the House bill, the Navy an increase of 
$76,361,300, and the Air Force an increase 
of $160,371,000. 

The Senate Committee’s report defined 
its “Goal of National Security” as 
follows: 

“In its consideration of the appropria- 
tions for the Defense Establishment for 
the fiscal year 1951, the Armed Services 
Subcommittee of the Senate Committee 
on Appropriations again this year has 
attempted to provide as strong a military 
arm as is possible within the limits of 
our national economy. In so doing it has 
followed closely the recommendations of 
the President’s budget, the Secretary of 
Defense, and the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 
In addition, the committee invited Gen- 
eral Eisenhower to express his views as 
to the adequacy of the defense budget 
and as a result of his recommendations 
and those later expressed by Secretary 
Johnson some revisions were made to 
strengthen certain aspects of the Military 
Establishment. The committee, in follow- 
ing closely the recommendations of the 
budget and the defense chiefs, attempted 
to achieve a balance between military 
preparedness and economic stability 
which will best serve the interests of the 
Nation.” 

An important legislative change rec- 
ommended was in the provision prohibit- 
ing retired officers from engaging in sell- 
ing supplies to the military services. The 
Committee said it was sympathetic with 
the pleas of those opposing this restric- 
tion, but “at the same time recognized 
the possibility of abuse of connection in 
the negotiation for sale of war materials 
or supplies to agencies in the Department 
of Defense.” Accordingly, the committee 
recommended that the restriction be re- 
worded to prohibit such employment only 
for the first two years of an officer’s re- 
tirement. On the other hand, it extends 
the provision to apply to personnel of 
the Coast Guard, Coast and Geodetic 
Survey, and the Public Health Service, 
as well as to the Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps, and Air Force. The Committee’s 
recommended wordings is as follows: 

‘“‘No payment shall be made from appro- 
priations in this act to any officer on the 
retired lists of the Regular Army, Regular 
Navy, Regular Marine Corps, Regular Air 
Force, Regular Coast Guard, Coast and 
Geodetic Survey, and Public Health Service 
for a period of two years after retirement 
who for himself or for others is engaged in 
the selling of or contracting for the sale of 
or negotiating for the sale of to any agency 
of the Department of Defense, the Coast 
Guard, the Coast and Geodetic Survey, and 
the Public Health Service any supplies or 
war materials.’’ 

Items were recommended for changes 
by the committee as follows: 

Increases 

National Security Resources Board, sal- 
aries and expenses, $500,000. 

Office of the Secretary of Defense, salaries 
and expenses, $300,000. 

Department of the Army 
Finance Service: Travel of the Army, $1,- 
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Test Missile Fired 

The Army Ordnance Department on 11 
July successfully fired an “ORDCIT” test 
missile approximately 50 miles at White 
Sands Proving Ground, N. Mex. 

The test flight established no new rec- 
ords for altitude or range, but the missile 
was the first American designed and 
built surface-to-surface supersonic missile 
to be remotely guided from the ground. 

Not a weapon, the test missile is a ve- 
hicle designed to test components under 
development which may or may not be 
used in some future weapon application. 
Purpose of the flight was to test inte- 
grated rocket components and systems 
about which advanced knowledge under 
flight conditions is badly needed. One im- 
portant phase of this program is the 
study of remote control or supersonic 
missiles: their guidance from the ground 
while they are in flight. 

The vehicle-missile tested today incor- 
porates all the latest improvements re- 
sulting from the research in components 
at the Jet Propulsion Laboratory of the 
California Institute of Technology since 
1947. Specifically, the objective of this test 
was the evaluation of a new light-weight 
type of propulsion system and the de- 
termination of its effect, if any, under 
actual flight conditions, on the control 
and guidance components. 

The ORDCIT is 45 feet long and 2% 
feet in diameter, and has a cylindrical 
contour slimmer than the V2. Its motor 
operates on aniline and nitric acid, the 
former as the fuel and the latter as the 
oxidizer. Like other large guided missiles, 
it is launched vertically without the use 
of booster rockets, and angles over to- 
ward its surface target after it has gained 
altitude. 

The Douglas Aircraft Company has 
constructed the ORDCIT missiles under 
contract with the Ordnance Department 
and in accordance with specifications pre- 
pared by the Jet Propulsion Laboratory 
of California Institute of Technology. The 
initials of the Institute added to the ab- 
breviation of Ordnance made the name: 
ORDCIT. 
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Gen. Mueller to AGO 


Maj. Gen. Paul J. Mueller, Deputy Com- 
manding General of the Third Army, Ft. 
McPherson, Ga., has been assigned to the 
Office of the Adjutant General, Washing- 
ton, D. C., effective 15 Sept., as Chief 
of the Career Management Division. 

General Mueller will succeed Maj. Gen. 
Frederick A. Irving, who will depart early 
in November for an assignment in the 
European Command. The new Deputy 
Commander of Third Army has not been 
named. 

A veteran of both World Wars, General 
Mueller served with the 1st Battalion, 64th 
Infantry, in the Marbache and Puevenelle 
sectors in 1918. In World War II, he com- 
manded the 81st Infantry Division in the 
Palau group, Western Carolines, participat- 
ing in an amphibious assault on Angaur Is- 
land, and in action on Peleliu Island. Other 
elements of his division seized Ulithi and 
Kayangel atolls, Fais, Pulo Anna, and numer- 
ous islands in the southern Palaus. 

General Irving served with the 15th Ma- 
chine Gun Battalion in engagements in the 
Anould and St. Die sectors, and in the St. 
Mihiel offensive in World War I. During 
World War II, he commanded the 24th In- 
fantry Division in the invasion of Leyte, 
Philippine Islands, and the 38th Infantry Di- 
vision in the final stages of the fighting on 
Luzon.

They can be used 
effectively to advance our purposes on 
the educational, commercial, political 
and military fronts.” 


The “Voice of America” is still a whis- 
per, he said, and it reaches a trifling per- 
centage of the world’s population. He 
pointed out that an effective and world- 
wide network system of broadcasting is 
vitally needed. 


“Should war ever come again, televi- 
sion will be a vital factor in communica- 
tions on land, sea and in the air,” he said. 
“No matter where a battle is waged, it 
will be under the eyes of television and 
will be viewed by the military strategists 
even across the seas. In fact, it is within 
the range of possibility that the general 
public itself may be able to see the action 
on a battle line while sitting in their 
homes in front of their television sets. 


“Television must be extended beyond 
our borders and it is none too soon to 
begin in earnest the development of a 
system of international television. It can 
be done. If we add television and 
strengthen sound broadcasting in the in- 
ternational field, we shall be able to ex- 
tend the Voice and Vision of America to 
many parts of the world. Our way of life 
and democracy in action could be seen as 
well as heard by people struggling for 
freedom for Communism. 

“The need for direct and instant com- 
munication with all parts of the world 
calls for more channels than are now 
available for use in the radio spectrum. 
To meet this challenge we must develop 
additional channels in other parts of the 
spectrum. Also, we should increase the 
speed of communications by passing 
more information over the frequencies 
that are available. Uultrafax, a system 
of communication capable of transmit- 
ting a million words a minute, is beyond 
the laboratory stage. It is ready for mili- 
tary and commercial development. 

“International telephony, too, is lim- 
ited in its present speed and scope. There 
is need for wider services and greater 
flexibility. It should be made possible, 
especially for government and military 
leaders, to secure quick and reliable 
communication by voice with their su- 
periors or subordinates, anywhere in the 
world. 

“These and other services made possi- 
ble by the latest developments in elec 
tronics and communications, demand the 
establishment of an automatic radio 
relay system capable of carrying the 
highest usable frequencies across the 
oceans to link the continents. We need 
a radio air-lift to meet present and future 
requirements for world-wide communica 
tions.”

On 10 July in Tokyo, General Douglas 
MacArthur’s headquarters reported that 
American losses to that date were 42 
killed, 190 wounded and 256 missing. 

The first Purple Heart as a result of 
the Korean action was presented 8 July 
in Tokyo to Sgt. Leroy Deans of the 
Army, wounded in action on 28 June. The 
citation said the wound, an eye injury, 
occurred “as the direct result of an act 
of an enemy of the United States.” The 
presentation was made by Maj. Gen. Ed- 
gar Erskine Hume, Chief Surgeon of the 
Far East Command—himself one of the 
most decorated persons now serving in 
the Armed Forces.

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Navy Plans Expansion 


The Navy, following a gradual decline 
in strength in both manpower and oper- 
ating forces since the end of the war, has 
outlined a planned personnel expansion 
program to take effect immediately. 

The announcement said that applica- 
tions are now desired from male Naval 
Reserve officers and enlisted men “on a 
voluntary basis” for active duty. 

In the 18-month period immediately 
preceding the development of the Korean 
war, the Navy was reduced in strength 
by about 65,000 officers and enlisted men, 
and approximately 10 percent of its com- 
bat ships were dropped from the ready 
operating forces. 

While reducing the Regular Establish- 
ment, in line with cuts in Defense appro- 
priations, the sea service continued to 
build up its Reserve forces. Fifty new 
Naval Reserve training centers were 
established, and the number of officers 
and enlisted men in the Naval Reserve 
jumped from 1,018,253 to 1,297,675, an in- 
crease of almost 300,000. 

The announcement that men from this 
program would be recruited for active 
duty service, did not indicate whether 
any ceiling limitations had been estab- 
lished. Reserves ordered to active duty 
will receive general assignments, pri- 
marily afloat and overseas, for an obli- 
gated period of not less than six months, 
the Navy said, and they will be guaran- 
teed twelve months of active service, if 
desired by the individual. 

Ranks and Rates Desired 

Officers in the grades of lieutenant 
commander and below are desired in the 
Unrestricted Line, both aviation and non- 
aviation, Supply Corps, Dental Corps, 
and Civil Engineer Corps. Officers in the 
grades of commander and below are de- 
sired in the Medical Corps, and, in a lim- 
ited number, in General Line specialties of 
electronics, intelligence and communica- 
tions. 

Applications for active duty by offi- 
cers should be submitted directly to the 
Bureau of Naval Personnel, Washington, 
D. C., it was stated. 

Enlisted personnel desired are in the 
pay grades of E3 (Seaman, Airman, etc.) 
up through E6 (first class petty officer) 
in all general and emergency service 
rates. Chief petty officers are required in 
general and emergency service ratings 
of: Sonarman, Radarman, Fire Control- 
man, Fire Control Technician, Elec-

Technician, Air Controlman, Mineman, 
Communications Technician, Yeoman 
and Photographer’s Mate. 
Reserve Classes 
Applicants should be in Reserve 


classes: VI (Enlisted personnel asso- 
ciated with surface units of the Organ- 
ized Reserve), V2 (Enlisted personnel 
associated with aviation units of the Or- 
ganized Reserve), V3 (Enlisted personnel 
who are attached to electronics com- 


panies and platoons of the Volunteer Re- 
serve), V6 (Enlisted personnel required 
for mobilization in addition to the other 
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classes of the Volunteer Reserves), O1 
(Enlisted personnel of the Organized sur- 
face component), and O2 (Enlisted per- 
sonnel of the Organized aviation compo- 
nent). 

All applicants must be physically quali- 
fied for unlimited active duty, the Navy 
pointed out, and enlisted personnel must 
have at least one year obligated service 
remaining. Volunteers should report to 
the nearest Recruiting Station for trans- 
portation to a main Recruiting Station 
where determination will be made of 
qualifications for active duty. Enlisted 
personnel accepted for active duty will 
be ordered to the nearest Receiving Sta- 
tion for outfitting and general detail. 


De-Mothballing Started 


Later, the Navy announced that two 
escort carriers, the USS Cape Esperance 
and the USS Sitkoh Bay, would be taken 
out of “mothballs,” and assigned to active 
duty with the fleet. Both of the ships 
have been part of the Pacific Reserve 
Fleet since 1947. 

The Cape Esperance went into drydock 
at the Bremerton, Wash., Naval Ship- 
yard late this week, and the Sitkoh Bay 
was scheduled to be reactivated at Ta- 
coma, Wash. 

Both of the 7,800-ton vessels will be 
used strictly for transport work, the 
Navy said. No mention was made of 
adding additional combat ships to the 
fleet. At present, the Navy has 246 com- 
bat ships in its ready operating forces, 
as compared with 270 eighteen months 
ago. Almost ten times that number of 
vessels are stored in the “mothball” fleet. 

Current Naval personnel strength rests 
at slightly more than 40,000 officers, and 
a little over 300,000 enlisted men, includ- 
ing some 4,000 one-year enlistees. 





Adm. Buck Elected 


Election of Rear Adm. Walter Albert 
Buck, USN-Ret., as Vice President and 
General Manager of the RCA Victor Di- 
vision, Radio Corporation of America, was 
announced 7 July by Brig. Gen. David 
Sarnoff, Chairman of the Board of RCA, 
following a meeting of the Board of Di- 
rectors. 

Admiral Buck has served as Operating 
Vice President of the RCA Victor Divi- 
sion since 7 Jan. 1949. He had previously 
been President of Radiomarine Corpora- 
tion of America, a service of RCA, which 
he joined upon his retirement 15 March 
1948. 

In retiring from the Navy, he ended a 
distinguished career of 30 years in the 
service, the last two of which he served 
as Paymaster General and Chief of the 
Bureau of Supplies and Accounts. 

In World War II he rose from Com- 
mander to Rear Admiral, serving as Force 
Supply Officer on the staff of Vice Ad- 
miral Arthur L. Bristol, USN, Command- 
er, Support Force, ‘Atlantic Fleet, and 
later with the Office of Procurement and 
Materiel in Washington. In 1945 he was 
named Director of the Navy Materiel 
Redistribution and Disposal Administra- 
tion, and then Chief of the Property Dis- 
position Branch, Materiel Division. Be- 
fore his promotion to Paymaster Gen- 
eral and Chief of the Bureau of Sup- 
plies and Accounts, he served for seven 
months as Assistant Chief of that Bu- 
reau.

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Marine Fund-Raising 


Marine Corps Headquarter’s in Wash- 
ington, D. C., has put into effect a rigid 
policy regarding fund-raising campaigns. 

In a recent memorandum, attention was 
called to the fact that such campaigns 
have “diverted considerable time and ef- 
fort” of Headquarters personnel “from 
the performance of their normal duties.” 

Because budgetary limitations make it 
“essential” for Marine Corps Headquar- 
ters to “obtain maximum output from all 
personnel to insure the effective per- 
formance of its assigned functions,” the 
memorandum said, “active solicitation of 
funds” will be permitted in the future 
only for Community Chest, American 
Red Cross and Navy Relief Society drives. 

The memorandum pointed out that the 
Marine Commandant “fully appreciates 
the humanitarian value of these drives,” 
but added that “it is impractical under 
the reduced budget to exert all-out ef- 
fort for these drives without interfering 
with the required military functions of 
Headquarters Marine Corps.” 

Participation in approved drives, other 
than the three mentioned, will be re- 
stricted, the memorandum said, to “pub- 
licizing the drives in the Information 
Memoranda” and “receiving voluntary 
contributions from personnel in a cen- 
tral location.” 





Marine Uniform Changes 


Marine enlisted men may discontinue 
wearing their summer service blouse, ac- 
cording to a recent Marine Corps Mem- 
orandum. 

The decision was made in view of the 
limited availability of the newly author- 
ized summer gabardine uniform, which 
has no blouse. 

Under the new regulation, which ap- 
plies only to Marine enlisted men within 
the continental United States, the khaki 
blouse will be optional. Men who chose 
not to wear the blouse will be required 
to wear bronze collar ornaments on the 
summer service (khaki) shirt. Ribbons of 
decorations and medals will be worn on 


the shirt in the same manner prescribed | 


for coats and jackets.

Enlistment quotas for the Marine Corps 
were eliminated this week, and Head. 
quarters announced that future enlist. 
ments would be “unlimited.” 

At the same time, previous physical re. 
quirements were lowered. In a directive 
to all activities, the Marine Corps an- 
nounced that “color perception is no 
longer required” and that new dental re. 
quirements will take effect “immediately,” 
The Almar said “applicants must have 
sufficient natural or artificial teeth to in- 
sure satisfactory mastication” only. 

The directive also stated that veteran 
members of the Marine Corps, in the 
ranks of sergeant and below, will upon 
written request to the officer in charge 
of the recruiting station in their area, “be 
accepted for assignment to one year 
temporary active duty.” 

Marine veterans not now serving in the 
Marine Reserve will be enlisted in the Re- 
serve and assigned active duty rank as 
follows: M/Sgt. after one year after dis- 
charge in the rank of Sgt.; T/Sgt. after 
one year after discharge in the rank of 
Cpl. 

The announcement said that “in the 
event the Marine Corps Reserves are 
later mobilized, individuals reduced in ac- 
cordance with this Almar will be reap- 
pointed to rank from which reduced upon 
being ordered to this duty.” 

The term “veteran,” as used in the di- 
rective, “is any male with a minimum of 
90 days service in the Marine Corps, or 
36 drills and two annual field training pe- 
riods, or 72 drills and one annual field 
training period.” 

Headquarters meanwhile expected to 
announce “in the near future” what the 
quotas would be for present male Marine 
Corps reservists holding higher enlisted 
rank than sergeant, and for women ma- 
rine veterans. 

No immediate limit was set on special- 
ists. Headquarters asked all applicants to 
get their information from local recruit- 
ing offices. 

All one-year active duty reservists en- 
rolled under the new program east of the 
Mississippi will be sent initially to Camp 
Lejeune, North Carolina; and all others 
to Camp Joseph H. Pendleton, Oceanside, 
California. 





Navy Reschedules Boards 


The Naval Reserve selection board 
schedule for 1950 has been rescheduled 
because there are no new eligibles for 
promotion to the grade of Lieutenant 
Commander in the Naval Reserve in 
some of the Staff Corps, and only a few 
in the others. 

In cases where there are no new él- 
gibles the boards will be rescheduled for 
1951, when a new increment of Reserve 
Officers will have reached the promotion 
zone. This course is necessary because 
the number to be selected is arrived at 
through a computation based on the num- 
ber of officers being considered for the 
first time, the Navy said. 

In those staff corps where the number 
of Reserve officers eligible for the first 
time is very small, the boards have been 
combined with the boards considering 
officers for promotion to the grade of lieu 
tenant, which will meet on 28 Aug. 1950. 

The rescheduling of these boards will 
not adversely effect the Reserve officers 
precedence if selected by the next sched 
uled board.

Korean Atrocity Warning 


In view of the reports from front lines 
in Korea this week of atrocities being 
committed against captured American 
troops, the following statement by Gen- 
eral Douglas MacArthur, issued on 4 July, 
is pertinent. Here, General MacArthur 
warns that persons who commit such 
acts will be held responsible. 

‘“‘Personnel of the Armed Forces of North 
Korea and other persons of North Korea 
who are taken into custody or fall into the 
hands of armed forces now under my opera- 
tional control in connection with hostilities 
in Korea will be treated in accordance with 
the humanitarian principles applied by and 
recognized by civilized nations involved in 
armed conflict. I will expect similar treat- 
ment for American nationals and members 
of the Armed Forces of the United States, 
as well as other nationals and members of 
other Armed Forces who may join the United 
States in the Korean conflict and who may 
at any time be in North Korean hands. Op- 
erating pursuant to resolutions adopted by 
the United Nations Security Council, and as 
commander of forces placed under my com- 
mands by such resolutions, I will hold re- 
sponsible any individual acting for North 
Korea who deviates from these principles or 
who causes, permits or orders any deviation 
from such principles. MacArthur.”’

Harry W. Hill, Academy Su- 
perintendent, said that the “situation in 
Korea has caused a shortage of available 
large transport planes,” and the big fiy- 
ing boats used for the midshipman flights 
had to be freed for transport duty.

Army General School 
(Continued from First Page) 
date Course—the only officer candidate 
school in the Army. The officer candidate 
regiment is housed in two-story canton- 
ment-type buildings at Camp Forsyth, on 
the west end of the 52,000-acre Ft. Riley 


reservation. Every two months a new 
class of 150 officer candidates, selected 
on an Army-wide basis for their leader- 
ship potentialities, begins the arduous six- 
months’ course. Carefully screened can- 
didates are trained in the basic duties of 
a junior officer of ground arms under ex- 
acting supervision. After graduation, the 
newly commissioned lieutenants receive 
their branch training in schools of the 
arms and services. 

The Department of Resident Instruc- 
tion also conducts six intelligence courses 
each year, three of 12 weeks’ duration 
for officers and three of 10 weeks’ dura- 
tion for enlisted men. The courses are 
designed to instruct and train officers in 
the duties of S-2’s, assistant G-2’s, and in- 
telligence specialists in tactical com- 
mands from battalions to divisions, in- 
clusive; to instruct and train selected 
enlisted men (among them noncommis- 
sioned officers of the Marine Corps) as 
specialists in photo interpretation, order 
of battle, and interrogation of prisoners 
of war, and for duties in intelligence sec- 
tions in units from battalions to division, 
inclusive, and to instruct and train se- 
lected officers in the duties of intelligence 
specialists. Special courses and subject 
schedules are also prepared for use by 
Reserve and National Guard units. 

The Department of Non-Resident In- 


| struction prepares, administers, and dis- 
| tributes extension courses—the 10-series 


for pre-commission training in the ground 
arms, and the 10-, 20-, 30-, 40-series in 
military intelligence. Completion of the 
10-series correspondence courses by en- 
listed personnel of the Regular Army, 
National Guard, and Enlisted Reserve 
Corps is one of the prerequisites of quali- 
fying for commissions as second lieuten- 
ants in the National Guard or ORC. Com- 
pletion of subcourses in the 20-, 30-, 40- 
series (military intelligence) enables com- 
pany grade officers of the National Guard 
and ORC to qualify for promotion and 
retirement credit. Subjects include Coun- 
Strategic Intelligence, 
Photo Interpretation, Psychological War- 
fare, Order of Battle, Documents, Cen- 
sorship, and Interrogation of Prisoners 
of War. 

In all, more than 31,000 students are 
enrolled in the Army General School’s 
Approximately 65,000 
lessons are graded monthly. Through 
ever-widening participation, a common 
doctrine in branch immaterial and intel- 
ligence subjects is being disseminated 
throughout the reserve components. 

Possibly the most unusual activity at 
the Army General School is the develop- 
ment and perfecting of the weapons, tac- 
tics, and techniques of Aggressor—the 
mythical enemy which provides opposi- 
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tion for US Forces on maneuvers and 
field exercises. The Department of Tac- 
tical Research and New Doctrine has 
control of the Aggressor cadre which pro- 
vides the nucleus for their Aggressor 
Forces represented in today’s far-flung 
training exercises. The Department also 
develops uniforms, insignia, decorations 
and equipment, prepares handbooks and 
field manuals on Aggressor order of 
battle, uniforms. and representation, and 
maintains sufficient stocks to equip Ag- 
gressor troops for scheduled maneuvers, 
and to supply other installations, com- 
ponents, and services. It develops princi- 
ples and techniques of umpiring maneu- 





| vers and field exercises and orients um- 


pires detailed to maneuvers involving 


| Aggressor Forces, produces psychological 


warfare material, develops techniques for 
agent play, assists in the development of 
sonic equipment and the application of 


| techniques of battle sound production 


during maneuvers, and maintains a battle 
sound library. This Department also 
maintains a Scout Dog Platoon for use 
in orientation on employment of army 
dogs and for the development of new 
techniques pertaining to the use of army 
dogs. In addition, the Department acts 
as the School agency for the writing and 
revision of Department of the Army pub- 
lications and school texts. 

The Department of Training Literature 
and Visual Aids publishes all the printed 
material at the School. A field printing 
plant is one of its sub-units. 

A recent addition to the Army General 
School’s functions is the Special Asso- 
ciate Course, Command and General 
Staff. The School provides facilities and 
supervision for the conduct of the course, 
whose purpose is to prepare qualified offi- 
cers for duty in general staff positions 
at division level and duty as division com- 
manders. The Special Associate Course 
consists of 165 extension-course hours and 


| 6 weeks of progressive resident instruc- 


tion presented in three 2-week periods 
approximately one year apart. 

In summary, the Army General School 
provides the facilities, instruction and re- 
search for training officers and enlisted 
men in the basic, branch immaterial sub- 
jects upon which all advanced training 
is predicated. It provides the cornerstone 
upon which to build, in the words of Sec- 
retary of Defense Louis Johnson, “the 
best preparation we can devise .... . SO 
that our Armed Forces, if we should ever 
be attacked, would not be called upon 
suddenly to go into battle without proper 
training, but would have the advantage 
of effective weapons and equipment and 
would be able to retaliate with rapidity 
and force.”

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~ USAF Battle Promotions 


Officials at USAF Headquarters said 
late this week that combat commanders 
in the Far East have been given no au- 
thority to make temporary promotions 
for personnel engaged in the actual 
fighting. 

Since Air Force casualties—in compari- 
son with the Army’s losses—have been 
relatively light, apparently there has been 
no emergency need as yet for authority 
to make combat promotions. 

However, should Air Force losses in- 
crease, it may be assumed that the Far 
East Air Force will seek such authority 
to meet battle requirements.

As the American air offensive was 
accelerated against North Korean forces 
this week, these were the Air Force offi- 
cers who were filling top command posts 
in the Far East:

Gen. Howard M. Turner heads 
the Thirteenth Air Force. 

Commanding general of the Twentieth 
Air Force is Maj. Gen. Alvan C. Kincaid, 
whose vice commander is Brig. Gen. 
Charles Y. Banfill.

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USAF Personnel Increase 


The following is the official text of an 
announcement pertaining to recalls to 
active duty in the Air Force, released 
at the Pentagon on 7 July: 


All of the United States Air Force recalls 
to active duty will be on a voluntary basis. 

The officers accepted for active duty will 
be Reserve or Air National Guard officers 
and the airmen will be from the Reserve com- 
ponents or those who have prior Air Force 
service. Both officers and airmen eligible for 
recall should have certain special military 
skills currently required by the Air Force. 

Greatest current need for officers is for 
those in the Reserve or Air Naticnal Guard 
who have been trained as navigators, bombar- 
diers; communications, radio and radar spe- 
cialists; medical and dental officers, weather 
specialists and armament officers. 

There is also a requirement for a smaller 
number of officers In most other categories 
of Air Force assignments. 

The Air Force may have a later require- 
ment for additional pilots. However for the 
present it is planned to meet the immediate 
pilot augmentation by returning to flying 
status those pilots recently converted to 
ground duties due to budgetary restrictions. 

Airmen whose specialties are currently re- 
quired include those with experience as air- 
craft and engine mechanics, radar and radio 
operators, communications personnel, arma- 
ment specialists and medical personnel. As 
with officer requirements, a smaller number 
of airmen are also required in other USAF 
general fields. 

Officers of the Reserve and Air National 
Guard desiring recall under these provisions 
should make application for active duty to 
the Commanding General of the numbered 
Air Force in the United States which cur- 
rently is in charge of their records. 

Airmen who are presently assigned to a 
Reserve unit should apply for recall to active 
duty through their unit commander; while 
those who have experience as former mem- 
bers of the Air Force but who are not active 
in the civilian component of the Air Force 
should reenlist by making application at the 
nearest Army-Air Force recruiting station. 

Airmen reservists and prior Service Airmen 
will have an opportunity under this program 
to accept tours of duty for one, three, four 
or six years or for an indefinite period. Re- 
serve officers will be accepted for a one year 
tour of duty. 

Personnel going on duty for a one-year 
period may be separated, if the interna- 
tional situation permits, prior to complet- 
ing their tours of duty. 

The Air Force will give special considera- 
tion to recalling those officers and airmen 
who have recently been separated from the 
service or who have maintained their pro- 
ficiency in their particular skill by similar 
civilian job experience. 
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Test New Fighter 


The YF-96, newest long-range jet 
fighter plane to be built by Republic 
Aviation Corporation, Farmingdale, L. L., 
N. Y., has been turned over to the Flight 
Test Section of the Air Materiel Com- 
mand for Phase Two performance capa- 
bility tests, following completion of its 
initial test program by company pilots 
at Edwards AFB, Muroc, Calif. 


Derived from the F-84 Thunderjet, but 
with swept-back wings and tail surfaces 
replacing the F-84’s straight wing con- 
figuration, the YF-96 was first flown on 
3 June by Republic’s Director of Flight, 
O. P. (Bud) Hass. In the 29 days that 
followed, Mr. Hass and two other com- 
pany pilots, Carl Bellinger and Jack 
McGuyrt, made 19 flights demonstrating 
the speed, altitude, range and stability 
characteristics of the aircraft. 


Speeds attained were not announced, 
but design performance of the new ver- 
sion far exceeds that of the F-84E which 
has a top speed of better than 600 mph. 
The YF-96 is equipped with a more pow- 
erful turbo-jet engine (Allison J-35) than 
its predecessor. 

Maj. Richard L. Johnson, USAF, holder 
of the world’s official speed record 
(670.981 mph.) has already begun the 
Phase Two tests for the Air Force. These 
flights should be completed in about a 
week. Major Johnson also flew the evalu- 
ation tests in another Republic fighter, 
the XF-91, which is at Muroc awaiting 
installation of rocket motors to augment 
its present installation of the GE J-47 
turbo-jet engine. 


Republic’s president, Mundy I. Peale, 
states that the entire time of designing, 
building, flying and completion of the 
Phase One trials took just under seven 
months, perhaps a new record for devel- 
opment of modern types of fighter air- 
craft. Much of the tooling is the same as 
that used for the F-84. 


“With economy as the watchword,” 
Mr. Peale said, “it is significant that de- 
velopment of the YF-96 represents a 
means of getting greatly improved per- 
formance at the lowest possible cost and 
in the fastest possible time.”

Air-Defense Planning Board 

Formation of a Joint Civil Aeronautics 
Administration-Air Force Air-Defense 
planning board was announced by Gen. 
eral Hoyt S. Vandenberg, USAF, Chief 
of Staff, on 11 July. 

The charter under which the Board 
will operate describes its duties as “re. 
viewing existing joint plans, submitting 
appropriate recommendations for reyj- 
sion, and monitoring joint air defense 
activities.” It was signed jointly by Gen- 
eral Vandenberg and D. W. Rentzel, Aq- 
ministrator of Civil Aeronautics on 19 
June, after several months of conferences 
on the charter by CAA and Air Force 
officials. 

In accordance with the charter the Air- 
Defense Planning Board will: 

1. Develop a comprehensive plan for 
identification of friendly air traffic. 

2. Develop methods to channel data to Air 
Defense Control Centers and Ground Con- 
trolled Interception Stations. 


3. Develop plans for coordinating the ac. 
tions of certain military flight services with 
the actions of corresponding elements of 
CAA. 

4. Plan for utilization of CAA facilities 
and personnel in a national emergency. 





Award for Col. Goddard 


The Institute of the Aeronautical Sci- 
ences has announced that Col. George W. 


Goddard, USAF, Chief, Photographic 
Laboratory, Engineering Division, Air 
Materiel Command, Wright-Patterson 


AFB, Ohio, is the recipient of the Thur- 
man H. Bane Award for 1950. 


This award is presented annually to an 
officer or civilian of the A.M.C, for out- 
standing achievement in aeronautical de- 
velopment. This year Colonel Goddard 
was selected for “his development of a 
new system of night aerial photography 
at low altitudes.” Formal presentation of 
the award was made 13 July, at a dinner 
concluding the two-day Annual Summer 
Meeting of the I.A.S. in Los Angeles. 


When Colonel Goddard was reassigned 
in 1945 to the Photographic Laboratory, 
he began work on a new system for low- 
altitude night photography. A_ three 
camera system was developed, giving 4 
vertical and two oblique pictures with 
moving film synchronization to compen- 
sate for ground image motion. Illumina- 
tion comes from an ejected photoflash 
cartridge, which, by bursting 600 ft. be 
hind and 400 ft. below the photographic 
airplane, reduces the danger of the ship's 
illuminating itself as an enemy target. 
A photocell located below the belly of 
the aircraft picks up the light from the 
cartridge burst and signals the camera 
system to move fresh film into place after 
each picture. These three parts—the cam- 
era system, photocell, and cartridge dis 
charger—are tied together electrically 
and controlled by suitable timing de 
vices, so that they operate automatically 
after control information such as altitude 
and aircraft speed are set in manually. 

The Thurman H. Bane Award, endowed 
by Maj. R. H. Fleet, honors the memory 
of Col. Thurman H. Bane, one of the most 
prominent technical officers of the U. S. 
Army Air Corps, who died in 1932.

Personnel for Korea 

To accelerate the vigorous prosecution 
of the Korean operation the 2d Infantry 
Division of the Army and two anti-air- 
craft artillery units have been alerted 
for movement to the Far East. Several 
supporting units in the Sixth Army Area 
have also been designated for service in 
the Orient. 

Several combat units in the Second, 
Third and Fourth Army Areas have also 
been selected for transfer to the Far 
East Command. Designations of units 
other than the 2d Division have not been 
made public. The dates of departure from 
west coast ports and the exact destina- 
tions in the Far East will not be revealed 
for security reasons. 

The 2d Division, a veteran Regular 
Army organization with a proud record 
of combat service, is commanded by Maj. 
Gen. Laurence B. Keiser, who succeeded 
Maj. Gen. Harry Collins a few months 
ago. General Keiser had service at the 
front in both World Wars. He is a grad- 
uate of the Military Academy in the 
class of 1917, and of the Infantry School 
and the Command and General Staff 
School. He has been awarded the Silver 
Star and the Legion of Merit, with Oak 
Leaf Cluster. 

The disclosure of pending shipments of 
major Army units to the combat area 
closely follows previous announcements 
that additional Naval and Air units were 
being sent across the Pacific. Included in 
the Naval movements are the ,Aircraft 
Carriers Philippine Sea, Boxer and Sic- 
ily, the Cruisers Helena and Toledo, and 
several destroyers. 

Elements of the 1st Marine Division 
and the lst Marine Air Wing from Camp 
Pendleton and El Toro, Calif., have been 
ordered to the combat zone. Air units 
sent to the Orient include B-29 medium 
bombers from Riverside, Calif., and Spo- 
kane, Wash. Additional F-51 Mustang 
fighters from various locations will also 
be sent across the Pacific. 

In further support of the Korean 
operation the President, on recommenda- 
tion of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, has au- 
thorized the Services to exceed the over- 
all budget ceilings for military person- 
nel. The extent of the increase has not 
been specified, but probably will be 
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substantial. 

The Armed Forces hope to obtain a 
great number of voluntary enlistments, 
but will utilize Selective Service to help 
bring strength up as quickly as possible. 
To this end, the Army has issued an 
initial draft call for 20,000 men to be 
inducted in about 60 days. They will re- 
ceive the regular 14-week basic training, 
upon completion of which most of them 
will receive assignments in the United 
States, although some probably will be 
sent overseas. 

Under the recently extended Draft Act 
all males between the ages of 18 and 26 
are required to register, and if qualified 
may be inducted into the Armed Services 
when necessary. The registration of such 
youths has been kept current, and nearly 
all of those registered have been classi- 
fied. If calls are received from the mili- 
tary Services for personnel, the number 
to be inducted from each locality will be 
determined by National and State Selec- 
tive Service headquarters in accordance 
with the ratio of local registration to the 
national and state totals. 

The combined numerical strength of 
the Armed Forces on 31 May was esti- 
mated at 1,458,400, which was 48,600 below 
the 1951 budgetary ceiling of 1.507.000, 
and 547,482 below authorized strength. 

The 31 May strength of the Army was 
596,000, the budgetary ceiling 630,000, and 
the authorized strength 837,000. There 
were 454,400 in the Navy and the Marine 
Corps on 31 May, as compared with the 
budgetary ceiling of 461,000, and the au- 
thorized strength of 666,882. The Air 
Force had 408,000 in service on 31 May. 
Its budgetary ceiling is 416,000, and its 
authorized strength 502,000. 

All of the Services have asked for the 
immediate enrollment of qualified volun- 
teers, particularly enlisted reservists. 

The Army issued a call to reservists to 
volunteer for extended active duty for a 
minimum period of one year, or for such 
longer period as may be required. Those 
volunteering will be recalled in their re- 
serve grades. The reservists most ur- 
gently needed include radar, radio, tank 
and anti-aircraft artillery mechanics; en- 
gineer heavy equipment operators, cryp- 
tographic technicians, and engineer con- 
struction specialists. 

To be acceptable individuals with de- 
pendents must have attained grade E-4 
(Cpl.) or higher, and all volunteers must 
meet current physical standards. Reserv- 
ists are asked to apply for recall through 
their reserve unit instructors, who have 
been furnished lists of occupational spe- 
cialists needed. 

Reserve Medical officers are urged to 
apply immediately for active duty. In 
addition a limited number of Reserve offi- 
cers of other branches who volunteer will 
be called to extended active duty. 

The Navy Department has announced 
that it desires voluntarv applications for 
active duty from male Naval Reserve offi- 
cers and enlisted men. Those ordered to 
active duty will primarily be assigned 
afloat and overseas for a period of not 
less than six months, and will be granted 
a year’s service, if desired. 

Officers in the rank of lieutenant com- 
mander and below are wanted in the 
Unlimited Line, both aviation and non- 
aviation. Supply Corps, Dental Corps, 
and Civil Engineer Corps. Officers in the 
rank of commander and below are de- 
sired in the Medical Corps, and, in a lim- 
ited number, in General Line specialties 
of electronics, intelligence, and com- 
munications. Applications for active duty 
as Reserve officers should be submitted 
directly to the Bureau of Naval Person- 
nel, Washington, D. C. 

Enlisted personnel are desired in pay 
grades E-3 to E-6, in all general and 
emergency rates. Chief petty officers are 
required in service ratings of sonarman, 
radarman, fire controlman, fire control 
technician, electronics technician, avia- 
tion electronics technician, air control- 
man, mineman, communicatiuns techni- 
cian, yeoman, and photographer’s aide. 

All applicants must be physically qual- 
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ified for unlimited active duty, and en- 
listed personnel must have at least one 
year obligated service remaining. Volun- 
teers are asked to report to the nearest 
recruiting office. 

The Air Force will consider applica- 
tions for extended active duty from Re- 
serve and Air National Guard officers. 
The greatest current need is for those 
trained as navigators, bombardiers; com- 
munications, radio and radar specialists; 
medical and dental officers; weather spe- 
cialists, and armament officers. For the 
present it is planned to meet immediate 
pilot requirements by returning to flying 
status those pilots recently converted to 
ground duties, due to budgetary restric- 
tions. 

Airmen whose specialties are currently 
required include aircraft and engine me- 
chanics, radar and radio operators, com- 
munications personnel, armament spe- 
cialists and medical personnel. 

Air Reserve and Air National Guard 
officers seeking active duty should apply 
to the Commanding General of the num- 
bered Air Force in the United States cur- 
rently in charge of their records. Airmen 
assigned to reserve units should apply 
to their unit commanders. Former mem- 
bers of the Air Force, not now active in 
a civilian component, should apply for 
re-enlistment at the nearest recuriting 
station. 

Reserve airmen and those formerly en- 
listed in the Air Force may accept active 
duty for one, three, four or six years, or 
for an indefinite period. Reserve officers 
will be accepted for one year’s active 
duty. If the international situation per- 
mits, those on duty for one year may be 
separated prior to completion of their 
tour. 

The total personnel in the Reserve 
components of the Armed Forces on 31 
March was 2,555,000. Of these 932,000 
were members of the Army, with 332,000 
in the National Guard, and 600,000 in the 
Reserves. There were 1,096,000 in the 
Naval Reserve, and 128,000 in the Marine 
Corps Reserve. The Air National Guard 
had 45,000 members, and the Air Re- 
serves 354,000, for a total of 399,000.

Reverses in Korea. Unexpected reverses sustained in Korea by American ground 
troops have occasioned some alarm throughout the United States, coupled, hov-ever, 
with a grim determination to fight through to a victorious decision. Initial setbacks 
were due almost entirely to the nearly complete collapse of the South Korean army 
at the outset of hostilities. General of the Army Douglas MacArthur had no alterna- 
tive but to rush small American detachments forward in an attempt to slow the 
advance of the Communists. This necessitated committing our infantry piecemeal, 
without armor, and without adequate artillery support. Small units had to attempt 
to blunt the powerful tank-led thrusts of the invaders. Outnumbered at times by 
as much as 20 to 1, without tanks or heavy artillery, our troops fought with con- 
spicuous heroism in a series of successive delaying action. They bravely traded space 
for time. As a result many precious days were saved, during which our ground 
strength was built up through the inadequate port facilities of Fusan. The enemy 
was in much greater strength than had been anticipated, and had many times the 
number of tanks that had been estimated. Fortunately for our troops the enemy air 
strength was apparently less than had been believed. With a powerful army of per- 
haps 150,000 well-trained and well-equipped soldiers, led with great professional skili, 
the enemy occupies two-thirds of the Korean Peninsula. Due to the dogged courage 
of American ground troops, the brilliant exploits of the Far East Air Force and the 
sea patrol of Allied warships, the enemy drive has been slowed, but not halted. There 
is solid ground for belief that the fighting will soon be stabilized on a defense line 
that can be held, while our forces are being augmented for a counter offensive. But 
the situation remains serious, and the brave troops fighting day and night in the 
Korean mud must have the complete support of every American. 


Short Changing the Warrant Officers. Operating within the restrictions laid 
down for all of the Services by the Secretary of Defense’s directive, the Air Force last 
week released its allocation of warrant officers to the new pay grades set up by 
Congress. Instead of the reasonable distribution in grade contemplated by Congress, 
the new Air Force list resulted in the following: about 4% per cent in grade 4, 9 
per cent in grade 3, 22 per cent in grade 2, and more than 64 per cent in the lowest 
pay grade, grade 1. The Army allocations are expected shortly and they, too, will be 
on this restricted basis to keep within “budgetary limitations.” The Navy had worked 
out a program which appeared to meet with the approval of all concerned—but it 
had to be ditched because of the new policy. For comparison, let’s see how the com- 
missioned officers of the Army, for example, are distributed in the parallel pay grades. 
On the permanent Army promotion list made public a few months ago there were a 
total of 13,992 officers in four lowest pay grades, second lieutenant to major, which 
correspond to the warrant-pay grades. Of these, 26 per cent were in pay grade 4, 
44 per cent in grade 3, 15 per cent in grade 2, and only a little more than 13 per cent 
in the lowest pay grade. Distribution in non-commissioned grades would likewise be 
much more favorable than that granted to warrant officers. In protesting against 
the phraseology in the pay bill which leaves the distribution of warrant officers up 
to the respective Secretaries, Representative Pat Sutton (D-Tenn.) told the House 
last week that this means that the Departments “can legally put one warrant officer 
into each of the three highest pay grades and 14,000 in the lowest pay grade.” He 
recalled, too, that when his amendment to require a definite distribution failed it 
was with the understanding that the warrant officers would be cared for later. He 
pledged to bring in legislation to effect this at the first opportunity. Meanwhile, the 
Personnel Policy Board has not yet come up with the results of the study ordered by 
Secretary Johnson and upon which he planned to base a request for legislation. In 
the meantime, the warrant officers are being shortchanged on rank and pay. 


Utilizing Retired Officers. Designation of General Lucius D. Clay, USA-Ret., to 
head the civilian defense of the state of New York is a recognition of the leadership 
and organizing genius of a great American soldier. The selection of General Clay for 
this post by Governor Thomas E. Dewey insures the early development of a defense 
plan that will be a model for other states and communities throughout the country. 
As a center of finance and industry, New York City is a target for enemy attack of 
tremendous strategic and psychological importance. Because of the high concentra- 
tion of population in the metropolitan area a tremendous amount of damage could 
result from an attack by long-range aircraft or guided missiles, particularly if atomic 
bombs were employed. Unless complete plans for maintenance of order under all 
conditions, for treatment of mass casualties, and for evacuation of civilian popula- 
tion are carefully developed in advance, any attack would probably result in con- 
fusion and panic. General Clay’s appointment is assurance that detailed and workable 
plans will be prepared and ready to avert a major disaster. Retired senior military 
officers are particularly qualified for exercising leadership in civil defense activities. 
Their training and experience in working under pressure of emergencies and in 
dealing with great dislocations of civil functions of communities under combat con- 
ditions peculiarly fit them to plan the intricate details of civil defense. Other gov- 
ernors and mayors of large American cities could well follow the lead of Governor 
Dewey in designating qualified retired officers of the Armed Forces for such duties.

Air Force Promotion 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

Since publication of the lists of perma- 
nent majors selected for promotion to 
the grade of Lt. Colonel in recent issues 
of THE JOURNAL, I have screened the list 
of names with the aid of the Air Force 
Register and have arrived at some in- 
teresting conclusions. 

The criteria established for eligibility 
for promotion stated that, to be selected, 
an Officer must be a permanent major 
with date of rank either permanent or 
temporary prior to 1 Sept. 1943. In addi- 
tion to this group, a secondary zone of 
eligibility was established for permanent 
majors who had more than one year 
service as a major, but who were not eli- 
gible for the primary zone. The numbcr 
of officers selected from this secondary 
zone was to be ten per cent of the number 
selected from the primary zone. 

A total of 208 officers were selected 
for promotion, and of these, 73 were 
either reserve officers on active duty or 
members of special promotion lists. If we 
assume that this group of 73 officers all 
strictly met the requirements, it may be 
found, by reference to the Register, that 
60 of the remaining officers do not meet 
the requirements for the secondary zone. 
It may be readily seen then that 60 of the 
208 officers promoted, or 29 per cent rath- 
er than the 10 per cent stipulated, were 
promoted from the secondary zone. 

Further, of the regular officers, 17 of 
them advanced from the permanent 
grade of captain to the grade of major 
in the time between the publication of 
the first and the second Registers. Of 
these, only 6 appear to have the neces- 
sary 14 years’ service which, to the best 
of my knowledge, is the only way that 
one may have advanced on the permanent 
promotion list in the past year. 

Apparently, the permanent ranks were 
based on an officer’s overall ability, yet 
in this present group of promotion, a 
number of officers at the top of the pro- 
motion list were not promoted, while some 
from the very bottom of the list advanced 
in grade, as well as those 17 who advanced 
in both permanent and temporary grade. 
This is indeed incongruous, for if the offi- 
cers were selected to have high perma- 
nent ranks, they should then certainly 
be capable of advancement to a higher 
temporary rank ahead of their juniors 
on the promotion list. 

If these present permanent ranks were 
judiciously decided upon, why not do away 
with the temporary ranks altogether, 
which are wonderful for those who man- 
aged to get them early, but are a con- 
stant and never decreasing obstacle to 
those who weren’t around at the right 
time. 

In the event there is no other solution, 
why not put the names of all present 
grade (temporary and permanent) ma- 
jors in a hat and draw out the number 
needed to fill the vacancies for promotion 
to Lt. Colonel. There are a number of us 
who would be just as well off as waiting 
for promotion under the present “sys- 
tem.”

Effective Personnel Action for Korea—The quick action by Pantagon personnel 
officials to give General of the Army Douglas MacArthur and his combat commanders 
as broad authority as possible to meet on-the-spot requirements, forecast in last 
week's issue of THE JOURNAL, was realized this week. 

In Washington, G-1 experts, drawing on World War II experience and on care- 
fully collected postwar data, were able almost immediately to meet emergency per- 
sonnel problems in the Far East. 

In this regard, it is understood that General MacArthur has been given authority 
to make battlefield promotions—a key need of particular combat forces committed 
to action against the enemy. Replacements must be available instantly for combat 
casualties and General MacArthur’s hands will not be tied in this regard. 

Reportedly, the Far East Commander will be able also to make temporary battle- 
field promotions for officers in key spots. Naturally, he must have—and is being given— 
authority to utilize Reserve officers to their maximum capabilities. This could mean 
modification of Army-wide restrictions with regard to age in grade and category 
commitments. 

As discussed last week, the Army’s Career Guidance Program must be modified— 
and has been altered—to meet General MacArthur’s needs. Promotions then are to be 
expected to top enlisted grades in combat units in action without world-wide com- 
petitive examinations. 

However, at the same time that the Army is doing everything possible to aid 
General MacArthur, it is striving to retain the advantageous features of its long- 
range personnel planning and policies insofar as is consistent with combat needs. 
Therefore, even as necessary exceptions are being made for personnel in the Far 
East, the attempt will be to keep the overall personnel situation, with regards to 
transfers, promotions, etc., on an even keel. But should the emergency broaden, the 
Army has plans to meet future needs. 

Thus it is that the area where personnel policy exceptions are made is being 
limited strictly to combat requirements. Simultaneously, whatever exceptions are 
possible are being authorized for General MacArthur and his top aides directing the 
Gght in Korea. 











Hospital Economy Backfires—Korea and the concurrent expansion of the Armed 
Forées have vindicated the experienced foresight of top military medical officers, who 
protested forthrightly during the recent House Armed Services Committee invstiga- 
tion against the closing of one Navy and four Army general hospitals. 

Although this week, none of the closed hospitals had yet to be recaptured for 
use by the Services, it was highly possible that new emergency requirements might 
dictate a reversal of the Department of Defense hospital economy program, formulated 
by Dr. Richard S. Meiling, a brigadier general in the Air Force Reserve, who is the 
Director of the Office of Medical Services, OSD. 

Maj. Gen. Raymond W. Bliss, USA, Surgeon General of the Army, and Rear Adm. 
Clifford A. Swanson, USN, his opposite number in the Navy, made skilled presenta- 
tions to the committee of the need for maintaining the hospitals in active status. 
Another military medical expert whose testimony stirred Armed Services Committee 
members—notably Representative Rivers—to ask the Department of Defense to 
postpone the closings, was Rear Adm. Joel T. Boone, MC, USN, holder of the Con- 
gressional Medal of Honor and world-renowned as an authority on military medicine. 
Admiral Boone, it was recalled, was relieved of his post as the senior medical officer 
on Dr. Meiling’s staff because of his refusal to agree that the economy plan be im- 
plemented at a time of world tension. 

Admiral Boone called the order to close the hospitals “shortsighted.” He main- 
tained that the hospitals were required to meet present needs and emphasized their 
vital importance in event of emergency. 

During his testimony on behalf of the Navy, Admiral Swanson warned that the 
Nation must maintain military hospitals in a state of readiness, even though there 
ibe an excess of beds at a given moment. “Individuals,” he said, “will carry insurance 
and save for the rainy day, but at the same time expect their military to be whittled 
to the bone during peacetime.” He declared that “a sizable reserve of hospital beds 
will be cheap insurance until we come a lot closer to peace than we are today.” This 
‘was several months before the North Korean attack. 

General Bliss for the Army emphasized to the Armed Services subcommittee that 
‘tthe Medical Department, despite the drastic hospital closings, which have necessitated 
‘thousands of personnel transfers, would do everything possible to provide the tra- 
ditional record of superior medical care for military personnel. He said, however, that 
the economy order provided “a serious challenge,” now compounded by the combat in 
Korea and the sudden increase in military strength. 

With regard to the future utilization of the closed hospitals, Defense officials 
said: 1. Proceedings to transfer hospital facilities surplus to the needs of the Armed 
Forces are to be held in abeyance pending clarification of military requirements in 
connection with the action in Korea and expansion of troop strength. 2. The Army’s 
Valley Forge General Hospital, Pa., Murphy General Hospital, Mass., and Percy Jones 
General Hospital, Mich., will be kept in a standby basis. For the present it is not 
anticipated that they will be reopened. (The other hospitals closed were the Oliver 
General Hospital in Georgia and the Navy’s hospital at Long Beach, Calif.) 3. To 
meet current needs, there are ample mobilization facilities in hospitals now in opera- 
tion. 4 The three hospitals which will be kept in a standby basis and others which 
can easily be recaptured for operation by the Armed Forces, “will be considered in 
the light of developments.” 


Transportation Corps—-Four new staff assignments were announced recently at 
the San Francisco Port of Embarkation. Col. Clifford M. Ollivetti, JAGD, awarded 
Distinguished Service Medal for his World War II service, was named Port Staff 
Judge Advocate. He succeeded Col. David Hottenstein, who was transferred to First 
Army Headquarters. Col. Benjamin Modisett, TC, was named Chief of Operations, 
Plans and Training Division vice Lt. Col. William L. Calhoun. The latter has been 
detailed as a student at the Naval War College, Newport, R. 1. Lt. Col. Richard W. 
Jones, jr.. TC, was assigned as Chief of Supply and Facilities Division, the post 
formerly held by Colonel Modisett. Lt. Col. Charles E. Kelley, ORD, took over as Port 
Ordnance Officer, replacing Lt. Col. Fred Broderick, TC, who had been acting Ord- 
mance Officer, following transfer of Lt. Col. Harvey Bower, ORD, to Sixth Army 
Headquarters in April. 











Foreign Affairs—The British foreign office has given at least partial confirma. 
tion to persistent rumors that cautious efforts are being made to mediate the current 
Korean crisis through conversations with Russia. At first these reports were greeted 
with official silence, which only served to lend some color of authenticity. Subse. 
quently it was admitted that the situation was being discussed by the British am. 
bassador at Moscow with Andrei Gromyko, Soviet Deputy Foreign Minister. About 
the same time it became known that Jakob Malik, Soviet representative to the United 
Nations, had cancelled passage home for a Russian vacation, possibly indicating his 
expectation of important developments. 

Some days ago Great Britain sent a note to the Kremlin expressing the hope 
that the Korean difficulty would be quickly resolved. The Soviet foreign ministry 
announced that there would be no reply to the British note, since it had made no 
proposals. This seems to have been interpreted as an indication that Russia would 
welcome specific proposals. 

Speculation as to the nature of any proposals that Britain may advance includes 
the return to the status quo ante, that is that the North Koreans be withdrawn be- 
yond the 38th parallel of latitude, the American ground troops be pulled out of South 
Korea, the Allied Naval and Air forces withdrawn, and the cessation of the American 
Naval patrol to prevent the Red Chinese invasion of Formosa. The Russians may be 
particularly interested in facilitating an early Red invasion of Formosa, since the 
weather will soon be unfavorable for such an undertaking. 

In any event the British probably hope to keep open the way to negotiations, 
even though they may be delayed until after the Korean episode has been liquidated 
through military action. Since the present military situation in Korea is highly 
favorable to the Communist invaders it is quite likely that Russia would demand 
an exorbitant price for calling off its North Korean puppets. This might include a 
coalition government for all Korea, with heavy Communist representation, permanent 
membership in the Security Council for Red China, and recognition of Red claims 
to Formosa. 

When the Korean Reds are driven back across the northern border Russia may 
be expected to modify demands previously made. However, the Soviet Union is al- 
most certain to insist on admission of Red China to permanent membership in the 
Security Council. In this demand Russia may expect assistance, not only from the 
Communist bloc, but also from India, and probably other non-Communist countries, 
not excluding England and France. 

Russia this week sent another note to Secretary-General Trygve Lie, denouncing 
the action taken by the United Nations against North Korea as illegal. The Soviet 
foreign ministry was particularly annoyed at the designation of an American general 
as supreme commander, and the authorization of the use of the flag of the United 
Nations by General MacArthur. Russia said that this was direct support of armed 
aggression. Despite its caustic phrasing the note was not particularly threatening or 
belligerent. It gave the impression of having been filed for the record, rather than 
with any expectation of favorable consideration. 

The kingdom of Egypt has partially reversed its attitude on the Korean opera- 
tion. After having previously refrained from voting on the question in the Security 
Council and having indicated its lack of sympathy for the action, it now announces 
that it favors calling for a cessation of hostilities, but does not concur in the use of 
force. Including Egypt’s partial repentance 52 of the 59 members of the United 
Nations have declared themselves in favor of the action taken. Practically all of the 
non-Communist countries have officially associated themselves with the condemnation 
of North Korean aggression. 

While the United States will provide practically all of the military force for the 
Korean operation several other countries will have at least token representation in 
the operation. British Naval units, including an aircraft carrier and a cruiser, have 
been in action. An Australian air squadron is flying with the American Far East 
Air Force. Naval units from France and Holland will join the United Nations fleet 
in Korean waters soon. General Omar N. Bradley, Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, has told the Senate Armed Services Committee that ground troops from other 
countries will also participate in the fighting. 


Canada Plans Industrial Preparedness—Canada’s Minister of Trade and Con- 
merce, Mr. Howe, announced on 22 June that arrangements are being made with the 
Canadian Industrial Preparedness Association under which the services of Maj. Gen. 
G. B. Howard, O.B.E., General Manager of the Association, will be available to the 
Government on a consultative basis for planning with industry the use which might be 
made of Canadian industrial facilities in the event of an emergency. Mr. Howe said 
that recent developments in the international field and in their relations with the 
United States have considerably improved the possibilities for useful action in dealing 
with the particular problem of telling Canadian manufacturers what and how muchit 
might be necessary for them to make if trouble comes. 

The nations of the North Atlantic Pact, Mr. Howe said, are pressing forward with 
their study of their total requirements and of the sources available for meeting them. 
The North Atlantie Treaty members are also proceeding toward the standardization 
of arms which, for a country like Canada, is a most important development in plan 
ning the use of facilities, 

In the second place, Mr. Howe added, there has been great advance in recent 
weeks in furthering common defense aims with the United States. The Secretary of 
Defense of the United States recently announced a program for reciprocal procure 
ment of defense supplies with Canada. We expect, said Mr. Howe, that this program 
will not only take into account the immediate needs of the United States Services and 
the present supply position in Canada, but that consideration would be given to the 
role which each country should play, if war came, as a supplier of munitions. 


New Training Divisions—The rapid expansion of the Army to its 1951 budge! 
strength of 630,000, which will mean utlization of Selective Service, may make 
necessary for the Army to exparid its basic training units—possibly resulting in th 
creating of at least one new training division. 

It is recalled that as a result 6f the Departntent of Defense economy program 
training divisions were inactivated. At the present time, training of recruits is 
complished almost exclusively at Ft. Dix, N. J.; Ft. Knox, Ky.; Pt. Riley, Kans., and 
Ft. Ord, Calif. 

Unless a new training division—possibly even moe than one division would bg 
required if the emergency should broadén—is created, many hund?eds of recru! 
would have to be given their basic training with divisiorts earmarked flor the Mobi 
Reserve. This would mean that these important divisions, limited already, would b 
forced to restrict advaneed training for possible combat im order to perform ba* 
training duties.

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Role of Armor—As action in Korea this week emphasized the formidable power 
of tanks—the enemy’s most effective weapon to date—the tenth anniversary of 
American armor was celebrated on 10 July. It was on that date in 1940 that the War 
Department, in an “immediate action” letter, created the Armored Force, later known 
as the Armored Cavalry, and now under the new Army Organization law to be called 
Armor. 

Commemoration of the anniversary was centered at Ft. Knox, Ky., home of the 
famed Armor School, whose commandant is Brig. Gen. Thomas L. Harrold, who 
commanded armored forces during the Battle of Bastogne. 

One of the Army’s foremost exponents of the tank as an offensive weapon, General 
Harrold was quoted in a dispatch this week from the Armored Center at Ft. Knox 
as being insistent that new weapons will not make the tank obsolete. 

A statement from Ft. Knox said that “the general has been reading the recent 
comment from various sources about coming new ‘wonder weapons’ but he still be- 
lieves in the tank.” Quoting General Harrold, the statement continued: 

“It makes me mad to read in the press all this propaganda about new weapons 
which will make tanks obsolete. It is unfair to say that new weapons will make tanks 
obsolete. New weapons may mean a new concept of the use of armor. New weapons 
will be a great help to armor, as they will be to other branches of the Services. The 
present concept of the use of armor is sound and no new weapons that I know of 
have changed that concept.” 

With specific regard to the action in Korea, General Harrold told reporters at 
Ft. Knox that “we need to build up a strong fighting force in Korea. Then we will 
begin to move.” He observed that “you can stop tanks or an army with mines, planes 
and guns, but you can’t win battles by being on the defensive. 

“Armor can go anywhere,” the general continued. “Some terrain is better suited 
for tanks than others, but the only change caused by the terrain is in the methods 
of use of armor. Korea is mountainous country and mountainous country makes 
defense against tanks easier.” He said, however, that “we proved in Italy that tanks 
can be used in the mountains. The narrow roads and valleys through which tanks 
have to travel in Korea can be mined and defended by anti-tank weapons. But there 
was no defense in Korea before we came in. 

“The best way to stop a tank,” General Harrold emphasized, “is with another 
tank. General Mark Clark admits that. Any modern ground force should be an 
armor-and-infantry team. Infantry can’t work effectively without tanks and the 
opposite is true, too. Here at Ft. Knox, we train tank battalions to be part of an in- 
fantry division. We also train infantry to be part of an armored division.” 

Concerning utilization of the tank, General Harrold is quoted as maintaining 
that in the future armor will play as big a part, if not a bigger part than it did in 
World War II. “Soldiers won’t advance without protection and armor gives them 
that protection.” he added. “An army needs guns to shoot, guns to move and guns to 
protect the infantry. That means a tank, no matter what size or shape it is or what 
other name you want to call it.” 


Need for Doctors—Expansion of the Armed Forces as a result of the fighting in 
Korea this week emphasized the need for additional doctors in the Armed Forces. 
Top officials of the Uniformed Forces were reported concerned this week over the 
shortages of medical personnel in the Army, Navy and Air Force. Volunteers have 
been asked to go on extended active duty. But more drastic action may have to be 
taken to meet critical requirements. 

It is known, for example, that a number of doctors have been given priority 
orders to leave—many have left already—for the Far East to provide maximum 
medical care for combat units. This means a depletion of the already limited number 
ef medical officers available in the United States. 

Further, the influx of thousands of enlisted men in the Armed Forces points 
the ebvious need for additional medical personnel. Officials are hoping that from 
among the thousands of doctors who received their medical education at Govern- 
ment expense during World War II, many will volunteer for extended active duty. 
Previous appeals to these doctors, however, have not met with great success. 

One thing, though, is certain. One way or another, the Armed Forces are going 
to get enough doctors to provide adequate medical care for service men and worfien. 
If sufficient volunteers are not forthcoming, it may be that special legislation will be 
obtained or possibly a Presidential Executive Order will be issued. 

Military officials emphasized that the greatest need is for doctors in the grades 
from first lieutenant through major—lieutenant (jg) to lieutenant commander in the 
Navy. 

At the present time, the Services have no plans to recall retired medical officers 
to duty. It is pointed out that the great majority of these officers—many of them 
eager to return to active duty to serve their Country—are in higher grades. There- 
fore, no plans for such recalls have been formulated as yet. However, if the situation 
should get worse, it may be expected that retired medical personnel would be among 
the first recalled to service. 

It is apparent, for example, that retired medical officers would be able, in an 
emergency, to relieve many younger officers now serving in such duties as on physical 
evaluation boards, for other assignments. 


Dropped First Bombs on Germany—Now an Air Force Reserve medical officer, 
Capt. William Colantoni—the bombardier who dropped the first American bombs on

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Retired Officer Recall—In response to queries from THE JOURNAL, military offi- 
cials said this week that there is no plan to recall retired officers to active duty at 
this time. It was stressed that current officer requiremens are almost exclusively 
for younger officers, whose age permits their utilization in any type of assignment. 
Should the situation demand it, however, the retired officers would provide a source 
for experienced personnel. 





Air Force Officer Losses—The very month that hostilities broke out in Korea 
found the Air Force completing its two-phased program of officer separations and 
de-rating of rated officers to non-flying status. The program, dictated by Department 
of Defense economy requirements, cost the Air Force the active duty services of 
about 4,450 officers. About 3,400 officers, including separatees, lost their status as 
flying officers. 


Ordnance Department—Cold extrusion of steel—a metal-fabricating process de- 
veloped in Germany prior to World War II—is being adapted by the Ordnance De- 
partment of the United States Army and by the Navy Bureau of Ordnance to the 
manufacture of artillery shells and steel cartridge cases with phenomenal savings in 
time, materials, and labor. Shells made by this method are also more accurate when 
fired from guns. Col. Merle H. Davis, chief of the Industrial Division of the Army 
Ordnance Department, has disclosed that 960,000 tons of steel can be saved in ma- 
chining a hundred million 105-mm. shell made by cold extrusion as against the con- 
ventional forging method. In addition, 12,500 tons of manganese would be saved. 


Colonel Davis reveals these and other facts about the cold-extrusion process in 
an article in the current issue of Ordnance, the magazine of the American Ordnance 
Association. “The savings we are now experiencing in the 105-mm. shell (from six 
to twenty pounds’ wastage reduced to one pound or less),” Colonel Davis writes, 
“means that we may look forward to as much as a forty per cent reduction in our 
shell-steel needs. At a peak point during World War II we were using 160 carloads 
of shell steel a day for 105-mm. and 155-mm. shell alone.” 


A Strong Marine Corps—Declaring that “the present difficulty in which this 
country finds itself points up the need for a full-fledged United States Marine Corps,” 
Representative Mike Mansfield (D-Mont.) this week urged the appropriation of 
funds “to strengthen the Marine Corps so that it can operate with the maximum 
amount of efficiency, speed and cordination.” 


“The budget recommendations for 1951,” he asserted, “would reduce the Marine 
Corps by 5,000 enlisted personnel. This in itself certainly would seem to be a great 
mistake at the present moment when it is obvious that we need to build up the 
ready forces we have available to use for this and any other emergency that may 
occur. 


“Should the present bill as passed by the House be approved by the Senate and 
go into effect it will mean, in addition to a reduction of 5,000 enlisted personnel, a 
reduction from 22 air squadrons to 12 squadrons. This is a clear indication of how 
the Marine Corps can be weakened through control of expenditures within the ex- 
ecutive departments to an even greater degree than that exercised by the Congress 
when it grants the appropriations. 

“As has been brought out on the floor of the House many times, air power in 
itself is not enough to win a war. It is necessary, in view of the present difficulties 
which we face, that we have a coordinated air-ground team capable of rendering the 
close air support of ground troops similar to that developed by the Marine Corps 
during World War II. This deficiency will be met in part by the small number of 
available marine squadrons now being rushed to the scene of action.” 


Guided Missile Test—Under overall supervision of the Army Ordnance Depart- 
ment, the General Electric Company on 19 July at the new Air Force Long Range 
Proving Ground, Cocoa, Fla., will fire a two-stage rocket guided missile, known as 
“Bumper.” This is the same rocket which reached an altitude of 250 miles in tests 
conducted in February 1949 at the Army’s White Sands, N. M., Proving Grounds. 

The guided missile test next week will be the first conducted at the new Florida 
facility. 

The “Bumper” makes use of the step rocket principle, by which a smaller or 
second-stage missile is launched from a larger, first-stage missile at high altitude 
and high speed. The larger missile is a modification of the German developed V-2, 
100 of which were brought to this country by the Army Ordnance Department in 
1945. The second stage rocket is an American rocket known as the “WAC Corporal,” 
first flown at White Sands in 1947. The “WAC Corporal” will be fired from the war- 
head compartment of the normal V-2 rocket. In cooperation with the Ordnance De- 
partment, the California Institute of Technology developed the “Bumper” missile in 
1945. 


Army Finance Department—Capt. Arthur G. Perry, FD, has reported for duty 
to the Office, Chief of Finance and was assigned to the Training Branch, Manage- 
ment Division. Captain Perry’s last assignment was with the Rio de Janeiro Finance 
Office, U. S. Army, Brazil, where he was Deputy Finance Officer. Maj. John H. Neill, 
jr., FD-USAR, completed this week a short tour of Active Duty in the Office, Chief 
of Finance where he prepared training material for use of Finance Department 
Personnel of the Organized Reserve Corps. 


Warrant Officer Former Colonel—At Ft. Eustis, Va., a former Army colonel] this 
month was sworn in as a warrant officer. He is W.O. Hamilton Merrill, a first sergeant 
during World War I, who advanced from second lieutenant to lieutenant colonel 
during service from 1922 to 1940 with the Hawaiian National Guard. In 1942, while 
on active duty, he was promoted to colonel and from 1945 to 1947 was Director of 
Operations, 11th Major Port, Yokohama, Japan. In 1947 he reverted to master sergeant 
and in August 1948 was assigned as an enlisted instructor for the ROTC unit at the 
University of Virginia, in which capacity he is attending the Transportation Corps 
ROTC summer training camp at Ft. Eustis. 


New Chaplain School—Chaplains Earl D. Compton, Director, Planning and Train- 
ing Division, Office Chief of Chaplains, and Arthur Carl Piepkorn, Commandant, the 
Chaplain School, have been named to serve with representatives of G-3 and G-4 on 
a Site Panel to determine a new location for the Chaplain School. The School, now at 
Carlisle Barracks, Pa., will be relocated to make way for the Army War College.

Republic Buys Plant 

Republic Aviation Corporation has just 
purchased all of the buildings and the 500 
acres of airport and plant area now oc- 
cupied by the corporation, from the Gen- 
eral Service Administration, a U. S. Gov- 
ernment agency. The purchase price was 
$5,332,000. 

Mundy I. Peale, Republic’s president, 
signed the final papers on 30 June and 
handed over a check for payment to Wal- 
ter F. Downey, Regional Director of the 
General Service Administration. Republic 
already owns the buildings and property 
on an adjoining site but the new purchase 
adds approximately 1,500,000 square feet 
of plant area to the company-owned fa- 
cilities, in addition to the airport and 
hangar areas. 

Mr. Peale stated, “This transaction rep- 
resents a great step forward in Republic’s 
progress as a leading aircraft manufac- 
turer for the Air Force. It typifies our de- 
sire to reassure our employees and neigh- 
bors on Long Island that we intend to 
remain here and strengthen our position 
as an outstanding member of the aviation 
industry. 

“In addition to purchasing the entire 
facilities formerly operated under a lease 
arrangement with the Government,” Mr. 
Peale said, “we have also just completed 
payment for $1,330,072 worth of machin- 
ery and equipment purchased under a 
mortgage agreement on January 19, 1949. 
This note has been paid off three and a 
half years ahead of the due date.” 

Republic is currently in production on 
the F-84 Thunderjet fighter and also is 
testing two new Air Force fighter types: 
the XF-91 and the YF-96A. During the 
war more than 9,000 of the 15,000 P-47 
Thunderbolts which saw action through- 
out the world were built at the Suffolk 
County plant.

Hits Defense Fleet 

A Senate Interstate and Foreign Com- 
merce subcommittee has criticized the 
Defense Establishment ownership and 
operation of a fleet of 157 passenger and 
cargo ships and has called for greater 
utilization by the Armed Forces of pri- 
vate shipping. 

The subcommittee, headed by Senator 
Magnuson (D-Wash.), has urged passage 
of S. 3687, a bill which would require 
the Services to utilize private American 
shipping services for the overseas trans- 
portation of commodities and civilian 
personnel. 

The subcommittee said in its report 
that “the sole purpose of the legisla- 
tion is to regulate the transportation of 
commodities and civilian personnel trans- 
ported by the Armed Services (Military 
Sea Transport Service) over routes to 
and from the United States and between 
United States ports aboard commercial- 
type vessels owned by the Government, 
to the end that the Government-owned 
vessels are not operated in direct com- 
petition with the privately-owned Amer- 
ican merchant marine.” 

The bill prescribes that the Depart- 
ment of Defense must use privately- 
owned vessels “if space of the character 
and in the amount necessary to move 
the commodities or civilian personnel is 
available for transportation.” 

Concluding its report on the legislation, 
the Senate subcommittee said: 

“‘The ownership and operation of a fleet of 
157 ships by the Defense Establishment is 
inconsistent with national policy which, as 
enunciated in the 1916, 1920, and 1936 Mer- 
chant Marine Acts, calls for a merchant 
marine which shall be privately owned and 
operated. Nor is the maintenance of this fleet 
in consonance with policies of any of our 
allies who, without exception, rely upon pri- 
vate merchant marines for their peacetime 
as well as wartime shipping-space require- 
ments for both passenger and cargo. Past 
experience has shown that the civilian oper- 
ation of transportation services is the more 
efficient in time of war. It is in the national 
interest, therefore, to maintain the private 
shipping organizations on a sound basis. 
This we cannot do if, in conflict with our 
concept of a free economy, the military is 
allowed to operate in direct competition with 
the merchant fleets.’’

Comdr. MacDiarmid Honored 

Comdr. Donald Bertram MacDiarmid, 
USCG, Commanding Officer, Coast Guard 
Air Station, San Diego, Calif., was 
awarded the Octave Chanute Award for 
1950, it is announced today by the Insti- 
tute of the Aeronautical Sciences. Presen- 
tation was made 13 July, at the Am- 
bassador Hotel dinner that concludes the 
two-day Annual Summer Meeting of the 
I.A.S: in Los Angeles. The certificate of 
award is presented annually for a not- 
able contribution made by a pilot to the 
aeronautical sciences. This year Com- 
mander MacDiarmid was cited “for his 
outstanding contribution to Air-Sea 
Rescue techniques by the _ scientific 
analysis and correlation of the effect of 
wind and waves on sea planes during 
landing, maneuvering, and take-off. 

In order to extend the effectiveness of 
the air rescue operation at sea, Com- 
mander MacDiarmid has made innumer- 
able landings in a PBM under the sever- 
est conditions obtainable. Some of these 
landings were made in seas as high as 
18 ft. and in winds up to 23 knots. As 
a result of this study made at the Navy’s 
request, he has been able to develop tech- 
niques that permit flying boats to operate 
in seas far too rough for small surface
